“UP AND COMING” 

Little Britain is an “up and coming” village when it 
comes to the matter of providing fire protection for its 
residents and those in the surrounding area 
Located about 10 miles southwest of Lindsay in Mariposa 
Township, the village now boasts three pieces of motor- 
ized firefighting equipment, the latest of which was 
delivered on Saturday last. It is a pumper of the same 
type as Lindsay’s number two unit and was purchased 
from the village of Bancroft for $5,000. Prior to its de- 
livery, the village had a much older but reliable pumper 
plus a hose and ladder wagon. The addition will give 
the community firefighting strength equalled by few 
municipalities of comparable size.

Portuguese Colonies — 
THE THORN IN INDIA‘S SIDE 

For over 500 years now Portugal has held on to 
colonial possessions in Africa and Asia equivalent in area 
to that of Western Europe. In Asia they are limited to 
Macao on the Chinese mainland, Timor in the Indonesian 
archipelago and the three townships of Goa, Daman 
and Diu on the west coast of India. In Africa they are 
much larger and include Angola Mozambique, Portuguese 
Guinea, Cape Verde Islands and the Islands of Soa Tome 


which, taken together, are 23 times the size of 
Portugal. Over this large area Portugal has ruled 
ruthlessly and wncompromisingly and over its 


inhabitants, exceeding 13 millions, the rulers of Portu- 
gal have held absolute power. They have not only sought 
to subjugate them and exploit them ‘economically but 
have attempted to destroy completely their culture and 
society in order to reduce them to a position of inferioriy 
forever. 

“Givilizing Mission?” 

The Portuguese boast that there is no racial pro- 
blem in the Portuguese possessions, or the Overseas 
Provinces as they choose to call them. This is completely 
unfounded. Portugal’s version of apartheid is based on 
the doctrine that the mass of Africans are inferior to the 
Portuguese Europeans and, as such, unsuitable to exercise 
Portuguese citizenship rights. Portugal's presence in 
Africa is claimed to be a ‘civilizing mission’ to uplift these 
Africans and to convert them into Portguese citizens. 

Thus the law envisages two classes of inhabitants: 
Portuguese citizens enjoying full citizenship rights and 
governed by the Portuguese common law and the ‘na- 
tives’ governed by a complex of controls known as 
‘regime do indigenato’. The process of conversion, or 
‘assimilation’ as it is officially known, requires the in- 
digena to show that he can read and speak Portuguese 
fluenty, is self-supporting, has severed all tribal con- 
nections and has adopted the habits and customs pre- 
supposed for the application of the Portuguese common 
law. 

It is, however, only an individual of the Negro race 
who can be an indigena, not a Portuguese Huropean 
however illiterate he may he — and there are many such 
people in Portugal where literacy is only 45 per cent, 
the lowest in Europe. Racial discrimination as practised 
by Portugal is, no dougt, subtle. The native has hope, 
theoretically of redemption. He can become a Portuguese 
citizen. But in practice even the ‘assimilated’ natives 
do not enjoy the same facilities for they do not have 
the means to acquire them. 

Having established two classes of citizens the Portu- 
guese have taken systematic steps to keep down and 
exploit one class for the benefit of the other, Since 
Portgual is an industrially backward country the ex- 
ploitation of: he colonies has resulted in the utilization 
of cheap labour. The whole policy has been directed to- 
wards maintaining a docile cheap labour-force.

EXPLORATORY OPERATION 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn;: Will 
you please discuss the meaning 
of “exploratory operation’? T 
have been having attacks of 
pain in the ahdomen which go 
up into the chest and produce 
nausea and vomiting. When I 
look in the mirror during an 
attack I look like death itself. 

I have been to two fine 
doctors, but as sometimes 
happens, they don’t agree. 
I've had all kinds of tests and 
X-ray examinations. Nothing 
definite shows up to account 
for these attacks I’ve been 
getting for years every few 
weeks. Therefore, one doctor 
Says no operation is necessary. 
However, the other says I 
ought to have an “explora- 
tory.” I come to you for advice 
because !’m perplexed. - - Mrs.

Comment: I know what you 
mean: perplexed. There have 
been times in similar instances 
where I have advised conserva- 
tive medical treatment; and 
other times when I suggested 
that the patient undergo an 
exploratory.

He seemed so far gone, the 
operation was a risk, 

Yet, it was decided upon, 
because it seemed the only 
way to help - - if only tempor- 
arily. The surgeons explored. 
Instead of finding cancer the 
trouble was a lange mass due 
to adhesions caused hy a com- 
bination of chronic gall blad- 
der trouble and a gastric 
ulcer. The five and one-half 
hour operation restored this 
apparently helpless patient to 
health and life, 

Such are examples of suc- 
cessful exploratory operations. 
But I assure you that all is 
not roses. Too many times, 
more often than we like, an 
exploratory operation is wun- 
Successful, The surgeon looks 
in, finds he can do nothing 
very helpful, and completes 
the operation, 

I wish I might give you 
more specific advice for your 
own problem, Mrs. 0. Get the 
opinion of another good sur- 
geon or internist. Between the 
three doctors, you may find 
the correct answer.

It was announced by Mayor 
Joseph C, Holtom this morning 
that an amended by-law re- 
garding the discount rate for 
pre-payment of taxes will be 
presented to the first regular 
meeting of the i962 council on 
January 9th, 

Mayor Holtom stated in a 
special press conference that 
this new by-law, if approved, 
would give taxpayers in Lind- 
say a better than 5% per 
annum rate, 

“The previous policy of the 
town has been to give a 2% 
cash discount up to January 
20th and 142% discount up to 
February 20th,” the mayor 
said. “However, it is suggested 
that this year these discounts 
be increased to 242% for an 
extended period to January 
81st, 2% up to February 28th, 
and 1% up to March 31st,” 

The mayor stated that while 
the first tax payment is not 
due usually until April or May, 
mosf municipalities are faced 
with heavy expenditures for 
the first three months, especi- 
ally for school board purposes. 
He continued, “Therefore, we 
have to do considerable bor- 
these early months of each 
year.”

Mr. Bates wrote to two 
municipalities and enquired 
about their method of tax 
collection. 

It was learned that the two 
municipalities were Scarbor- 
ough and Long Branch. “Scar- 
borough,” according to Mr. 
Bates, “offers a straight 4% 
per annum discount rate and 
Long Branch a straight 57% 
per annum.”

TEST OF THE LEGLINE, How short are you wearing 
your skirts? The most popular length seems to be at the 
mid-knee. But dear me, how trying it is to most wearers! 

The mid-knee length, more than any other, tests the 
shapeliness and grace of the leg. And to witness failures, 
you have only to look around, Actually, observation is 
worthwhile, for it will teach you the vital part posture plays 
in a pretty expanse of leg. You jvill come to see how good 
Jegs lose form through an awkward stance, and how the 
problem of a not-so-good leg is greatly accentuated. 

As an example, consider today’s illustration, showing a 
spread-eagle pose. It is, of course, without a trace of grace. 
But worse, it also accents the curve of the calf, or lack of it. 
This heavy legs look heavier in this position, and thin. legs 
look positively bony. 

Now study the righthand sketch, and notice the trig, 
willowy appearance of the legline. Analyze how it’s 
achieved, too. There is more to it than the obvious move 
of drawing the feet and legs together, The basic principle, 
however, is close propinquity. 

Perfection comes from keeping the knees relaxed and 
centering the weight on the balls of the feet; from placing 
One foot a trifle ahead of the other, so as to create a single 
legline. 

Once you try, you will find the stance as comfortable 
as it is heauteous, You will develop variations on it, too— 
the variety that sparks a lovely from head to toe.

A WISE MAGISTRATE .... 

A wise magistrate over in Peterboro has ruled 
that a city ordnance or bylaw governing the hours a 
grocery store might do business is invalid, If a whole 
lot more magistrates in a food many more Ontario 
centres would take the same stand on numerous by- 
laws which serye more to throttle trade than encour- 
age initiative and enterprise, municipal headaches 
would be greatly reduced, 

We have always held that it is the right of the man 
who operates a business to determine at what hours he 
shall do business to the extent that it doesn’t interfere 
with the reasonable rights of others. By the latter we 
means excessive noise, ete., in a housing area which 
could disturb the neighborhood, 

It is rather disconcerting to note that a contemp- 
orary would have the province legislate the hours of 
business for retailers. We hope it never comes to pass 
..» +» Have we not enough government interference 
in what should be our private lives and businesses? 
Must we always strive for uniformity under the pro- 
tective (?) wing of mother government? What's so 
wrong with non-conformity to the herd pattern if 
the individual wishes to carry on a legitimate business 
in his own distinctive way? Should we not be striving 
to chop off the enslaving tentacles of government con- 
trol and regulation rather than encourage their 
growth. 

A wise magistrate has encouraged the abandon- 
ment of one foolish bylaw. Perhaps if more were to be 
discarded, people wouldn't need a guide book to deter- 
mine what businesses are open, where and when, not 
to mention some whose effect is even more ridiculous. 


HAVE YOU WONDERED ? 

Have you ever wondered where and when the first 
“New Year” celebration was held? The origin of 
Christmas is, of course, not difficult to trace and is 
generally known in the Christianized sections of the 
world. Concerning New Year's, however, there seems 
to be much less known. 

After reference to a couple of encyclopedias, an 
ancient and massive dictionary, plus a pair of modern 
ones, the available information could be put in a small 
eg cup along with a good-sized egg. It seems, on the 
basis of the meagre data, it was at least 1753 and pos- 
sibly later, that New Year's Day (as we observe it now) 
was first held on January ist.... That was the year 
this part of the world adopted the Gregorian Calendar, 
In addition, this much is known: New Year’s Day, now 
January ist., was Christmas Day from the 7th to the 
18th century and March the 25th in the 14th century. 
Tt is evident there was considerable “messing around” 
with the calendar in the early days and it‘took quite a 
number of centuries to get most of the people to settle 
on one calendar. 

It is also known that the Scots have for many years 
Made quite a thing out of “hogmanay” — the equiy- 
alent of “New Year's Bye’ in the new world. We prob- 
ably picked up the idea of celebrating from that race 
when they came to Canada bringing along their cust- 
Ooms, 

But, regardless of how it started, it is a time for re- 
flecting on the past, contemplating the future and being 
somewhat amazed that we have managed to Stay alive 
in this dangerous age . . Happy New Year!

Reports and Remarks... 
A MARKET IN BRITAIN FOR HEATING EQUIPMENT 

Canadian domestic warm-air heating equipment 
should prove very popular in the British market, says 
*Poreign Trade” magazine, if the retail price can be 
kept down to Canadian retail prices plus the additional 
freight costs. Only 8-1 per cent of Britain's 14 
million houses and apariments have central heating, 
and many of this small number have only partial cent- 
val heating—a hot-water radiator in the front hall and 
possibly one other in the living room, 

This sitttation persists, writes G, W, Rooney of the 
London office of the Canadian Trade Commissioner 
Service, for two main reasons. The central heating 
equipment that is available in Britain—small-bore, hot- 
water systems—costs to mich, and there is an alniost 
total lack of suitable alternative heating methods. 

The coal fireplaces that most Mneglishmen still use 
were cheap to operate before the war but present coal 
prices, added to the work of building fires and clean- 
ing grates every day, are making home-owners think 
more and more of some sort of automatic, full-house 
heating that is not too expensive to install and operate. 

The average British householder, says Mr. Rooney, 
would be prepared to pay about £250 for a warm-air 
heating installation. ‘This should be possible at pres- 
ent Canadian prices for warm-air furnaces, oil- and gas- 
fired, with the necessary mass-produced ducting, reg- 
isters and grills, 

A SAINT FOR EVERYONE 

The county of Cornwall inthe far south-west of 
England seems to have been particularly blessed with 
Saints about whom very little is known, judging by the 
curious names that survive today. In a recent BBC 
broadcast, announcer Michael Brooke said that a holi- 
day in the district had set him wondering whether 
there should not be a patron saint for every group of 
people, just as travellers have St. Christopher and 
musicians St, Cecilia. From that it was only a short 
step to inventing such suitable names as St. Kitts for 
‘do-it-yourself’ handymen, St. Fidget for bored children, 
St. Clam for people who can keep secrets, and St, 
Grapevine for people who can't. But a charmingly 
fictitious saint was invented unwittingly by his son, 
who at six years old was a little shaky on spelling, and 
ended all his ‘thank-you’ letters ‘Yours Saint Cerely’,

ORTHOPAEDIC TECHNIQUE : 

A leading British orthopaedic hospital in pioneering 
a method of reconstructing human spines with bones of 
young bullocks, without normal grating. The new 
method of treatment, which is being studied by doctors 
from all over the world, was developed by two mem- 
bers of the senior consultant staff of the Robert Jones 
and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital, Oswestry, Shrop- 
shire. Dissatisfied with some of the conventional 
methods of orthopaedic treatment, the two surgeons 
started to perform operations to control curvature of the 
Spine by delaying or inhibiting those portions which were 
growing too much. Pieces of bone are removed and re- 
placed by pieces of young bullock hone inserted by a 
special process. The new technique usually takes three 
to five operations. 

Although naturally cautious about the long-term re- 
sults, the hospital authorities are very pleased with their 
achievements so far. On little girl, aged six, whom 
doctors had said would never walk, was hospitalized 
for two-and-a-half years while the Surgical team replaced 
her damaged spine piece by piece. Today she is able to 
run and play like other children, 

The new technique is expected to make a major 
contribution to the treatment of patients injured in 
road accidents,

Battered Woodwork 
_ Accidents are bound to hap-| 
pen - but less likely if you!

NEW PLANTS FROM OLD 

Cuttings of most plants root 
more readily if the air around 
them is saturated with mois: 
ture, say horticulturists with 
the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture. This cuts down 
on the loss of water from 
leaves and helps them to carry 
on until enough roots are 
formed to supply their needs. 

To get this sort of cl’ te. 
try a miniature greenhouse 
Get a box about 4 inches deep 
and of convenient size. Bore 
about six ¥% inch holes in the 
bottom to allow water to es 
cape. Now you need 5 pieces 
of glass, 4 for the walls and 1 
for the “roof”. Ask a glazier 
to cut 4 pieces 12 inches, high 
for the sides, These have to 
fit closely together on the side 
of the box, so measure them 
carefully. When measuring 
for the end walls, don’t rorget 
to allow for glass thickness. 
as they will fit between the 2 
side pieces. When the side 
and end pieces are fitted in 
the box, the soil will help to 
hold them in place. 

Bind the exposed edges of 
the glass with adhesive tape. 
and put on the “roof”! 

If you want something sim- 
pler, an ordinary pot with a 
large glass jar placed upside 
down over it, will give good 
results, 

For rooting media you can 
use sharp sand, a 50-50 mix: 
ture of peat moss and sand 
vermiculite or perlite. 

Pack in firmly, make « hole 
for the cutting and firm it in 
place, Little watering will bo 
needed, but remove the cover: 
ing for a few minutes eyery 
day to allow some ventilation 
As soon as the cuttings have 1 
to 2 inch roots, they may be 
potted up in soil,

The menopause is not so 
dramatic in men. Some may 
begin to have symptoms 
(similar to those sometimes 
found in the female meno- 
pause): sweats, hot flushes, 
generalized weakness, lack of 
drive and energy. emotional 
instability, depression, lack of, 
potency and less ability to 
concentrate, 

When a woman has such 
symptoms at the time when she 
no longer has her menses few 
doctors kesitate to say that it 
is the menopause. I believe 
that when a man in his 50’s 
suffers likewise, that he de- 
serves treatment with testo- 
sterone or similar medications. 
Many improve. 

Of course, the doctor should 
think of other possibilities as 
the cause of the man’s symp- 
toms: like atherosclerosis of 
the brain arteries, psycho- 
neurosis, or trouble due to 
other organic disease.

Scottish lavender 


Hnglish lavender is so well 
known that it seems odd to 
talk about Scottish lavender, 
but an enterprising firm at 
the small town of Banchory 
near the ‘granite’ city of Aber- 
deen has been making a Scot- 
tish variety of this famous per- 
fume for some years, and now 
exports it to many parts of 
the world, 

In a recent edition of the 
‘Scottish Magazine’ _pro- 
gramme broadcast each week 
in the BBC General Overseas 
Service, Howard Lockhart re- 
ported on @ visit he had made 
tc this ‘lavender factory’ Its 
enterprising owner, Andrew 
Inskster, a Shetland man, qual- 
ified as a chemist in London 
and bought a shop in Banchory 
intending to settle there just 
before the last war. The pro- 
ject was delayed owing to the 
war, but as soon as he had esta: 
blished himself, he bought a 
field and began cultivating 
‘lavender, which he noticed 
grew well in the district. With 
in a few years he was able to 
give up the chemist’s shop and 
concentrate on manufacturing 
his own products, which in- 
clude various insecticides, lily- 
of-th-valley perfume,  oint- 
ments — and lavender. 

The whole process of dis 
tilling the flowers to extract 
the oil, maturing blending 
with various other flower oils, 
then distilling again in alcohol 
took about eighteen months. 
Lockhart said. It was then 
ready for hottling.

“A new throttle linkage sy- 
stem developed by the Dun-

WINTER WORKS EFFORT 
BRINGING RESULTS... 

Efforts to stimulate interest in having work done 
during those months when building and allied trades 
would normally be slack ave paying dividends — getting 
results. Such was the concensus of opinion among 
those attending a Winter Employment Campaign com- 
mittee meeting at Lindsay last night. Those who have 
been in close touch with the situation exppressed con- 
fidence that these benefits would continue to accrue in 
proportion to the amount of effort put into the annual 
campaigns. ; 

The men who sit around the table at these meetings 
are devoting their time without recompense — They are 
interested in only one thing stimulating interest in having 
work done when contractors and suppliers are normally 
experiencing the winter doldrums and having a hard 
time keeping men gainfully occupied. Evidence of 
growing interest in the winter employment campaigns 
coming in from many quarters. The Federated Council 
of Sales Finance Companies, for example, is getting be- 
hind the campaign with an advertising campaign in 
which budget financing of needed renovations or 
extensions to property is being offered on a broad scale.

A PORTABLE WATER-PURIFIER 

A portable water-purifier called the Deminrolit which 
can provide the ‘soft’ water that most people prefer, and 
which is essential for a number of scientific and in- 
dustrial uses, has recently been brought out by the Bri- 
tish firm of Permutit, which has been in the water-soft- 
ening business for many years. 

C.L. Boltz, scientific editor of the ‘Financial Times’, 
described this useful apparatus in a recent edition of the 
‘New Ideas’ programme broadcast each week in the BBC 
General Overseas Service. The Deminrolit, he said, was 
under two foot high, and had pipe connections at top 
and bottom. When the top was connected to the water 
supply demineralised water came out at the bottom. Spe- 
cial chemicals in the form of resins inside the apparatus 
acted by a process called ion exchange to take out the 
chemicals that made the water hard, in particular cal- 
cium carbonate (chalk) and silica. After flowing through 
the apparatus, water had less than one part per million 
of chalk and less than a twentieth of that of silica, When 
the purifying resins were exhausted, the used cartridge 
was removed and a new one inserted. The serviceable life 
of a cartridge depended on the water in the area. For 
instance, in Bombay, 80 gallons of water could be treat- 
ed altogether, but in Nairobi or in Singapore, where the 
water had a lower mineral content, 105 gallons could be 
{reated. 

In reporting over the past three years and more on 
British inventions, discoveries and achievements, the 
‘New Ideas’ programme has always put as a first con- 
sideration in choosing some product of process for men- 
tion the practical uses it may have for listeners overseas. 
The response, in letters from listeners in many different 
pants of the world asking for further information, indi- 
cates considerable interest, particularly in anything that 
makes for the smoother running of life in the home or at 
work. But this is far from limiting the programme to a 
catalogue of small ‘gadgets’. For instance, a recent report 
on a new type of portable machine for boring holes in 
the earth brought a record number of enquiries from 
different parts of the world. Hardly surprising, perhaps, 
since this economical machine can be used for drilling 
holes for tree planting, fencing, telegraph poles, lamp

‘PAP’ SMEAR 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: A) 
group of us were talking when 
one of the women said some- 
thing about a “pap!” test she 
had just taken, Before she 
explained, she was called to 
the phone. Being a relative 
stranger, I couldnt muster 
nerve to ask any of the others 
what she meant, Will you ex- 
plain? - - Mrs. J., Connecticut. 

Answer: First let me tell 
why this test for cancer is 
called the Pap smear. If most 
women were required to

developed it (and has saved so 
many lives) they’d never have 
it done. His full name is Dr, 
George N. Papanicolaou, 

The test is based on a study 
of cells which living tissues 
normally shed. It is painless 
and rapid and can detect) 
cancer of the uterus very early 
~~ even before symptoms ap- 
pear. The doctor examines a 
Sampling of the secretions 
from the uterus. If cancer cells 
are present, an early operation 
can save another life. 

The death rate from cancer 
of the uterus in the United 
States is about 14,000 per 
year. The rate would be al- 
most zero if every woman had 
a periodic Pap smear taken 
and early operation were per-| 
formed to eradicate cancer of| 
the uterus. 

A fair estimate is that at 
least 25 million women in this 
country never heard of the 
Papanicolaou test. Now, at 
least, you can take preventive 
Measures. A survey taken by 
the American Cancer Society 
reveals that 16 million women 
have heard of the test but 
never have had it taken: And 
another 10 million have had it, 
but fail fo return for periodic 
checkups. It also reveals that 
about 41 per cent of deaths 
from uterine cancer occur in 
women past 65; and that only 
11 per cent of women in this 
age bracket ever had the Pap 
test.

less. Cash is needed for 
implements, taxes, livestock, 
etc., and to raise this cash, a 
change in farming had to 
come, The marketing of all 
agricultural commodities has 
become a giant problem and it 
is now not only how well the 
farmer produces, that counts, 
but also how well he sells. The 
President felt that the returns 
for farm commodities should 
not remain the same year 
after year, and farm dwellers 
should have the same conveni- 
ences as urban dwellers. He 
urged farmers to work to- 
gether and plan these things 
for themselyes instead of 
going to the Government for 
help, who then take over the 
planning: Inject Agriculture 
Statesmanship into farming 
and realize that it is within 
our own power to work out 
our own destiny. Mr. MacKay 
concluded his remarks with 
the poem “Symbol of Time”. 

Mr. Grant Wallace, part- 
time fieldman in Victoria Co., 
thanked the President for his 
report. 

HERE TO STAY 

Mr. Wm. Tilden, President 
of Provincial Federation of 
Agriculture of Ontario was 
guest speaker and was intro- 
duced by Mr. M. H. Winter. 
Mr. Tilden paid tribute to the 
President Mr. Grantin MacKay 
for his fine report. He also 
congratulated Victoria County 
Federation on its fine work in 
assisting agriculture in the 
district. “Agricultural people 
are being well-tried’”, he said 
“by the rapid expansion of the 
economy of the country and 
the surging forward in all 
walks of life. This has tended 
to put Agriculture off balance 
and we find many moving fren 
farms to urban areas. This at 
first glance seems to make it 
more difficult for those left 
on the farms. They take a close 
look at their children and a 
long look at advanced educa-

who was unavoidably absent. 

Mr. Jackson Parliament pro- 
posed a toast to the Victoria 
Co. Junior Farmers. In his 
remarks he paid tribute to Mr. 
M. H. Winter and the late Mr. 
Wm. Newman for their leader- 
ship and training of this group 
when it started. He also men- 
tioned Mr. Archie Tolmie, of 
Halifax, Mr. Murray Smith, 
Chatham, Reeve J. W. Camp- 
bell, along with many others 


who had the training for public} 


life under Junior Farmers. 
Also Mr. Gordon Murray, of 
Woodville, who last year, with 
three other Junior Farmers 
from Ontario spent ten weeks 
in the British Isles on a Junior 
Farmer travelling scholarship. 
The leader of this group was 
Mr. Ed. Starr of Toronto, 
whose home is at Little Bri- 
tain. So, as the leaders of 
tomorrow the Federation is 
proud to propose a toast to 
Junior Farmers. 

This was responded to by 
Mr. Morris Flett, Fenelon 
Falls, past president Victoria 
County Junior Farmers. 

Mrs. M. Tompkins gave a 
condensed report of the acti- 


vities of Victoria County 
Federation of Agriculture 
during 1961. These included 


meetings open to all when the 
farmer is given the opportun- 
ity to speak his mind and 
bring his problems to the 
Federation for help in solving 
them. 

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 

Mr. Grantin MacKay, Pre- 
sident, then presented his 
report. He said that an or- 
ganization that could hold 
together and grow over 25 
years must have given some 
leadership. He drew a picture 
of the changes that have taken 
place in farm life over the last 
quarter century, and how 
Agriculture has been projected 
into everyday life. Cash has 
become a key-note of work and 
without it, the farmer is help- 


tion, and find it hard to decide 
what is best to do.” The speak- 
er said he felt things will 
right themselves, that this 
shift in population in the 
terms of normal evolution, will 
not harm agriculture because 
with the modern techniques of: 
farming there are not so many 
farmers needed. He feels that 
those who want to be farmers, 
by their own decisions, will be 
on farms and in this way mis- 
fits are eliminated. 

“We know that progress is 
here to stay,” he said, “and 
we must move with it. Let us 
not be the last to discard the 
old or the first to try the new, 
but we must accept progress, 
‘Through the excellent facili- 
fies of the Federation of 
Agriculture and its fieldmen, 
we can collect valuable infor- 
mation and spread it to the 
people who need it. Informa- 
tion in regards to excellent 
insurance, better safety rules, 
facilities for better marketing 
in the province and legislation 
fo provide stable prices at a 
level, on the level with the 
countries’ economy, are some 
of the things being done by 
the Federation. 

DIFFICULT PROBLEM 

Mr. Tilden referred to the 
milk situation and said it 1s 
very difficult to solve. It re- 
quires forbearance and mental 
flexibility {o devise a way 
which will be agreeable to all. 
The poultry industry, too, is 
in a bad way at this time and 
is very discouraging, In 
regards to the so-called verti- 
cal integration, he warned 
farmers of the dangers of feed 
mills and canners ete. gaining 
control of these facilities and 
eventually the land that grows 
these crops, He said farmers 
are badly in need of a Machin- 
ery Act, whereby parts for 
costly machinery are available 
without delay to the farmer, at 
a reasonable price. This could 
be accomplished by a new 


policy whereby the large 


companies in Ontario would be 
wholly under this act and 
would thereby serve the in- 
terests of the farmer at the 
time it is needed, 

DEPLORES METHODS 

In passing, the speaker re- 
ferred to the current news in 
regards to meat; He deplored 
the methods of operation to 
“Make a fast buck”, and said 
it behooves farmers to be 
watchful as this is a very 
serious matter which may re- 
quire the services of a Royal 
Commission to’ resolve. 

In conclusion, he said, he is 
looking forward hopefully to 
a productive 1962. Some prices 
are not too bad, and we are 
fortunate to be living where 
we are relatively secure. He 
has recently returned from a 
trip to Europe where many 
are lacking in the basic neces- 
sities of life. Here, we at least 
have freedom of speech, free- 
dom of thought and lots to eat. 

Mr. J. D. McMillan i | 
sed thanks on behalf of the 
Federation and guests to Mr. 
Tilden for a very pleasing, 
encouraging and informative 
address. 

Mr. Clare Curtin, Lindsay, a 


member of Provincial Hog 
Producer’s Board brought 
greetings to the Federation 


from that Board. He spoke 
briefly on their work and 
urged the farmers to support 
this Board and make it strong 
or before long they could be- 
come just “‘share-croppers”. 
He expressed best wishes to 
the Federation for 1962. 

Mr. Ray Webster, Oakwood, 
member of the Provincial 
Board of the Hederation of 
Agriculture representing Vic- 
toria, Durham and Peterbor- 
ough Counties, and a zone 
director, spoke briefly in 
regards to “Fame” -(Farmer’s 
Allied Meat Enterprises), This 
is an organization to take 
care of meat handling. Twenty 
counties in the province are 
already organized, but this 
only represents approximately 
half. A second research of the 
province has been completed 
and a new brochure is avail- 
able. There are five plants to 
be built throughout the pro- 
vince and he urged farmers to 
invest in shares. He introduced 
Mr. John Jenkins, Little Bri- 
tain, who is the county presi- 
dent of “Fame”. Mr. Jenkins 
reported on how, much has 
been accomplished in Victoria 
County in this regard and 
urged Federation members to 
buy shares themselves and 
then sell “Fame” to other 
farmers.

EDITORIALS.... 


WHAT’S SO WRONG WITH 
COVERING UP*GREY HAIR? 

Most people have expressed amazement at the fact 
that a guard at Toronto’s Don Jail could be penalized for 
having his gray hair dyed another colour, What's so 
wrong with covering up one’s gray locks with a bit of 
dye as long as it isn’t done with some offensive colour 
such as green, blue, purple or fire truck red? The sus- 
pension of an employee for dyeing his hair seems, on the 
surface, as though the demands of those in authority 
have passed the reasonable bounds of disciplinary action, 

Thousands of people dye their hair these days and it 
has become so commonplace that no ones gives a change 
of colour in a person’s hair a second thought unless, of 
course, the dye job is a poor one and then people might 
take a second look. The Don Jail incident would appear 
to stem from circumstances other than that upon which 
public attention has been’ focussed. 


TRUE, IT DOESN’T 

The Honourable Leslie M. Frost reminded those 
attending Lindsay Council's 1962 inaugural meeting that 
“money doesn’t grow on trees’ and this is true, not even 
on so-called ‘money trees’, He was commenting on the 
need for finding new sources of revenue to meet increas: 
ing demands for education grants and services expected 
of the province. 

Mr. Frost’s reiteration of a statement he has made 
on previous occasions is just as true today as when he 
first made it but its message seems to be taking a long 
time to sink in. . . People still talk in terms of “the 
government should do this or the government ought to 
do that’, apparently under the delusion that govern- 
ments have some magical way of raising the necessary 
money to do these things without affecting their popcket- 
books, Only when people realize they must pay for what 
they want governments to do, will they stand a chance of 
helping create conditions which will be conducive to low- 
er taxation. 

On the other hand, governments should show leader- 
ship in practising economy .. . But do they? It would 
be interesting to see what economies could be effected 
in almost any branch of any government by a team of 
economy-minded efficiency experts, working ,with an 
absolutely free hand — no political strings attached. 
THE NEED IS CONSTANTLY 
EMPHASIZED IN LINDSAY... 

The need for truly low rental housing is constantly 
emphasized in Lindsay but only in rare instances is it 
found coupled with adequate housing. Two recent 
fires have called attention to an apparent fact (apparent 
to anyone taking a drive around many parts of the town): 
Several people, striving tovretain their status as individuals 
are living in quarters which really are not suitable. 

We know of a few instances in Lindsay where rents 
are in keeping with the ability to pay of the average ten- 
ant . . . We know of many cases where they are not. 
Those instances wherein the rents are within reasonable 
range are in privately-owned homes . . . government 
backed housing projects usually wind up in a rental 
category which the average workingman can hardly afford 
to pay while employed and hasn’t a chance in the world of 
paying if be becomes jobless for any length of time. 

Practical, adequate housing on a low rental basis 
should not be impossible to achieve but it is doubtful 
it can be obtained by the present approach to the problem. 
Individual homes built on separate lots can hardly be ex- 
pected to produce the desired results. Home builders (those 
desiring to erect realistic low rental housing) might do 
worse than to study housing achievements in Britain and 
other European countries which apparently are much 
more advanced (and practicl) in this respect. 

LAX MEAT INSPECTION SETUP 

It must have come as something of a surprise to 
most Ontario residents to learn that the province was 
almost casual in its attitude towards meat processing 
prior to the arrests which were made last week on 
charges of selling meat unfit for human consumption. 

Judging from a press report of the Ontario health 
minister's comments on the development, the province 
hadn't taken a very serious interest in the matter of 
meat marketing until the disclosure that all was not 
well in the industry. Apparently the only meat which 
could be purchased with full assurance that rigid in- 
spection had been carried out before and after proces- 
sing was that bearing the “Canada Approved” stamp, 
But, as the report indicated, this was not essential to 
market meat and in many instances there was no in- 
Spection caried out either locally, provincially or fed- 
erally, 

For a product in such widespread use, and one which 
could damage the health of hundreds of thousands of 
people unless in its purest form, doesn’t it seem that 
gross laxness has exisited in permitting it to be market- 
ed so loosely? 

If will be surprising indeed if the public doesn’t 
raise such a furore over this situation (lack of adequate 
Meat inspection) that action will be necessary to pla- 
cate it, Perhaps one of the newer producer-consumer 
meat marketing enterprises, such as FAM, will show 
leadership ni this direction which has heretofore been 
lacking, 

A LOT. WILL HESITATE... 

A lot of people will hesitate when making a purch- 
ase of meat in the wake of the charges which have 
been laid against several Ontario men who are alleged 
to have marketed meat unfit for human consumption 
They will probably wonder, too, when they eat sausages, 
buy hamburg and other meats, the contents of which 
can be readily masked, if they are getting a good pro- 
duct.... THey shouldn't haye to and in the majority of 
cases there is no need to. But it is always the one or two 
rotten apples in the barrel which spoil the lot and the 
latest development on the meat marketing front will 
no doubt bring demands for more stringent inspec- 
tlon measures and methods for ensuring that the pub- 
lic gets value for its meat dollar. That there should be 
any need for marketing inferior livestock is hard to con- 
ceive at today’s retail prices for meat.

Reports and Remarks... 


DUBIOUS HONORS 

Two lists of honors were publishéd New Year's Day. 
Queen Elizabeth announced the award of various titles 
and orders to men and women of the British Common- 
wealth, (excluding Canada), who have made significant 
contributions to public life. This was a tangible recog- 
nition of achievement, 

The other list was drawn up at Queen’s Park by At- 
torney-General A. Kelso Roberts and contained the names 
of 112 Ontario lawyers who may now place the letters 
Q.C. after their names. The description Queen's Coun- 
sel still has meaning in Britain, where lawyers of this 
rank have specific privileges and obligations. It means 
nothing in Ontario or in any other Province of Canada. It 
does not change the lawyer's way of life and if does not 
imply that he is a better lawyer than those without the 
title. 

Canada has jettisoned the ancient British system of 
warding titles on the grounds that such distinctions are 
anomalous in a new, democratic society where every man 
is as good as his neighbor. Paradoxically, the more point- 
less custom of awarding a useless honor to make a fine 
distinction between two groups of lawyers is faithfully 
retained, 

The point that emerges is that human beings, whether 
British or Canadian, take considerable pride from these 
tokens of public admiration. 

In 1943, Prime Minister Mackenzie King (a man who 
disliked titles) struck the Canada Medal, a simple bar 
bearing the word Merit, suspended from a ribbon of red, 
white and blue. In 1956, an Opposition critich Mr. John 
Diefenbaker, wanted to kno wwhy the Government had 
failed to award this decoration to any Canadian. In 
1959, Prmie Minister Diefenbaker told a surprised House 
that no consideration whatever was being given to in- 
introducing the Canada Medal into active service. 

It would be ridiculous to mint vast quantities of 
these medals for annual distribution. Rarity preserves 
values. But surely there are a few Canadians who give 
such distinguished service to this country that we could 
say on New Year's Day, “Thank you”.

THE TRENT CANAL 

Wise old watermen along the Trent canal system 
will pause before cheering the Dominion Government's 
decision to eliminate two bottlenecks at the northern 
end of the 240-mile waterway. 

Dr. R. B, Rynard, Member of Parliament for Simoe 
Hast, has announced that construction will begin in 
1963 and 1964 of locks at the Swift Rapids and Big 
Chute hydro dams in Muskoka County. These features 
will enable boats to run from Trenton on Lake Ontario 
to Port Severn on Georgian Bay without the risk of 
damage on the Swift Rapids and Big Chute marine rail- 
Ways or the inconvenience of their frequent break- 
downs, te 

The Trent waterway, which includes Lakes Sim= 
coe and Couchiching, 13 Kawartha lakes and 44 Hali= 


miles. It is important as a regulator of water flow and 
provider of waterpower for Central Ontario and for a 
number of years following its opening in 1833, it was a 
lumber shipping artery. It carried its last appreciable 
volume of freight in the 1920s, when its functions were 
largely superseded by the Welland Canal. 

Critics have complained that the Trent has never 
justified its $20 million construction cost or the large 
Sums of money spent in maintenance. On several oc- 
casions, politicians have promised to complete the 
waterway through to Georgian Bay but something 
has always occurred to delay plans. For this reason, 
the men who make their living from the Trent will wait 
to see construction begin at Big Chute and Swift Rap- 
ids before sending thank-you letiers to Ottawa, 

There was little justification for $5 million worth’ 
of lock work when the Trent failed to proveits use as a 
freight carrier, But now, dollar-bearing tourists in 
ever-increasing numbers are finding, as Champlain did 
in 1618, that this is a remarkably pleasant route to tra- 
vel. Canal traffic in 1961 was 10 per cent up over 
1960, despite the delays at the marine railways, Ontar- 
fo shold take advantage of Ottawa’s decision by ad- 
vertising the beauties of the Trent waterway, one of 
the scenic delights of North America.

Safe winter driving demands extra precautions and 
the Federation Tepresenting more than 220 fire, casual- 
ty and automobile insurance firms, offers these Ssuggest- 
ions fo the motorist: 

(1) Slow down. 
slippery streets. 

(2) Watch carefully for pedestrians who may be 
dressed in dark clothing and unable {o see because of 
Scarves and parkas. 

(3) If you expect to do a considerable amount of 
driving under adverse conditions, invest in snow tires or 
chains. 

(4) If your car skids, turn your wheels in the direct- 
ion of the skid but do not use your brakes, 

(5) When stopping on a slippery surface, pump your 
brakes rather than applying steady pressure. 

(6) To start on an icy Surface, use second or high 
gear to maintain traction, 

(7) If you are not sure if the road is slippery, try 
your brakes while travelling not faster than five or ten 
miles an hour. : 

(8) Beware of slippery spots beneath bridges or over- 
passes where the sun has not melted the ice.

CYCLIC GROWTH NOT ENOUGH 

The true dimensions of the recoyery are somewhat 
obscured in the conventional representations of the gross 
national product. There was an encouraging increase of 
2.7 per cent in the third quarter over the second quarter— 
a 2.6 per cent increase in terms of 1957 dollars. The in- 
crease in dollar value for the first nine months was about 
fwo per cent over the same period last year but over 
the longer term, increases in physical volume amounted 
to only half that. 

We are presented, then, with a nine-month increase 
in the gross national product, in physical terms, which 
amounts to one per cent. The postwar average increase, 
in physical terms, has been four per cent. But even this 
figure has not been encouraging, not when consideration 
is also given to the increase of better than twenty per 
cent in population which took place during the period. 
We have not, in other words, had anything like the 
amount of real growth which was to have been expected 
of a dynamic economy—nor are we likely to have it 
now. \ 

. The upturn accelerated during the fourth quarter 
without important changes in price, and is likely to con- 
tinue stronger than the first half. Such indices as are 
available indicate a first half which will be much more 
productive than the last half has been. An increase in 
physical volume of three to four per cent, possibly even _ 
five per cent, can be hoped for. But what happens after 
the first half? Will the upturn flatten, preparatory to a 
decline? There is nothing in sight likely to prevent it. 

What can be done to break out of this cycle, to 
generate in its place something of the sustained and pro- 
fitable growth that has been enjoyed in Europe? Or 
can anything really be done? Are we grown old, as 
an economy, before we've properly had the period of our 
most prosperous growth? It is beginning to look that 
way. We are not a mature economy but our eycles of 
growth parallel those of the mature economies of Great 
Britain and the United States. 

The clock can’t be set back. But surely, it can’t be 
beyond the ingenuity of business, labor and government 
to devsie ways of extending the present eycle. Govern- 
ment has been engaged in refining the assistance to 1n- 
dustry but this has obviously not been enough. What is 
needed is to break out of the rut into which we have 
dug ourselves. What is needed is the challenge of 
change or the grand scale. But do We have the wit, and | 
purpose, to see change? —The Financial Times,

But that wouldn't, be a fair, 
nor scientific deduction, It 
might be the coffee, you know. 
Some persons are so suscept- 
that one cup will keep them 
ible to the caffeine in coffee, 
wide-eyed all night. Others 
sleep like a proverbial log af- 
ter a dozen cups a day. 

In your case, I suggest that 
you limit the number and type 
of TV programs. If there is 
no improvement, cut out all 
coffee. If still plagued by fear 
and insomnia after a month of 
this regime, then you’d better 
take your boy, to your family 
doctor or pedeiatrician for a 
complete checkup. He may 
tell you not to be concerned, 
because it isn’t unusual for 
some children to go through 
this phase in the process of 
growing up.

Public would have 
tainted meat, 


Toronto, Jan. 5 - - (UPI) - - 
Civic groups today were ex 
pected to call for tighter men 
inspection following the arrest 


Thursday of nine men on 
charges of selling tainted 
meat. 

Royal Canadian Mounted! 


Police said the meat was sold 
in Teronto, Hamilton, Brant- 
ferd and New York State. 
Medical men said the public 
would have difficulty spotting) 
tainted meat. 

Toronto Alderman Harold 
Menzies said he would serve 
notice of motion today to city 
council asking for provincial 
inspection of meat and poultry 
at Ontario slaughterhouses not 
under federal inspection. 

A spokesman for the Cana- 
dian Consumers Association) 
said the group would urge 100 
per cent protection of the 
public regarding meat sales. 

RCMP Inspector Kenneth 
Fraser estimated the ring 
grossed a 60-thousand dollar 
a month profit and sold cows 
and horses that had been dead 
fer days and in some cases 
were bloated. The meat bore 
the stamp of the Brant County 
Health Department. 

The Mounties became sus- 
picious when cat and dog food 
manufacturers reported a 
shortage of dead animals. 

Those arrested included: 
Brantford Veterinarian Dr. 
Ormond Charles Raymond of 
the Brant County Health De- 
partment, and wholesale but- 
chers Charles Thompson of 
Brantford and Robert Hooton 
of Scotland, Ontario. All 
three are jointly charged with 
violations of the Federal Food| 
and Drug Act. Raymond and 
Thompson are charged also| 
with conspiracy to commit an| 
indictable offense under Sec- 
tion 408 of the Criminal Code. 

The rest of the accused are: 
Edward Peconi of Argyle; his 
brother Nick Peconi of Peter- 
borough; Allen Carey of 
Waterdown; Larry Fritz of | 
Chepstow; Gordon Gibson and| 
Gerdon Johnson of Fergus. 

The Mounties said a truck 
load of meat was seized near 
Allentown, New York, and 
that charges were pending 
against Nat Lorenz, operator 
of a Dead Animal Receiving 
Station in Durham, Ontario. 

With the exception of Dr. 
Raymond and Johnson, all of 
those arrested had Ontario 
licenses as dead animal deal- 
ers. Eight were remanded 
Thursday on one thousand 
dollars bail while a two 
thousand dollar bail was set 
for Nick Peconi. 


Inspector Fraser said two 
undercover men were able to 
buy two tons of meat weekly 
on a cash-and-carry basis at 
25 to 30 cents a pound. They 
were given receipts showing 
they bought the meat for eight 
cents a pound as dog food. 

Fraser said the ring tried to 
avoid suspicion by selling the 
meat at market prices to 
medium-sized packinghouses. 
Carcasses were sold at 15 cents 
a pound to wholesale butchers 
and then resold at 33 cents a 
pound in the form of hamburg, 
hot dogs, sausages, baloney, 
stewing steak and rolled roasts.

The size of the generator you 
select depends on the amount 
of power that is needed to 
supply essential equipment, 
says Mr. Wright. Here for 
example, is what a dairyman 
might need: 42 h,p. milking 
machine needs 6-7 amps; %4 
h.p. bulk milk tank needs 10-

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General store days end 
_for village of Reaboro 


Reaboro (PNS) — Reaboro 
and community suffered a 


‘major loss with the coming of 


the New Year when the general 
store was closed on Dec. 30. 
It was with regret that the 
people learned that the pro- 
prietors, Mr. and Mrs. Hum- 
phrey Priddle had decided to 
retire from storekeeping, but 
would continue to operate the 
Post Office which is part of 
the store building. Mr. and 
Mrs. Priddle have served the 
community faithfully for the 
past 11 years and their service 
will be greatly missed. 


The store which is over a 
century old was first opened by 
John Holbert who was the first 
Postmaster in Reaboro, The 
jand had been given to him by 
the founder, Thomas Rea who 
settled in Ops shortly after 
1820, coming here from Ire- 
land. The general store 
became combined with the 
Post Office and has had this 
arrangement all through the 
years. 


This was the general meet- 
ing place in the community 
and much business was done 
on the benches as well as over 
the counter of the store.

Robert Maitland owned the 
business during the first part 
of World War I when prices 
began to boom. In Oct. 1917, 
Silas Calvert bought the store 
and with his family operated 
it until Oct. 1, 1938. The 
name “‘general’ justly applied 
to the store as it is recalled 
by Mr. Calvert's daughters’, 
Mrs. Elwood Smith and Mrs. 
W. Matheson, both of Lindsay, 
that regardless of what was 
asked for, they would do their 
best to supply the customer, 
so they sold practically every- 
thing. The Calverts had a large 
vegetable garden at this time 
and a beautiful flower garden 
which was greatly admired by 
the railroad men and passen- 
gers who sometimes would 
alight from the train to take 
pictures of the flowers.

The farmers 
brought large quantities of 
eggs to the store and after 
being candled by Mr. Calvert 
were shipped to ‘Toronto. 
When the milk was brought 
to the station for shipping to 
the City Dairy in Toronto, the 
men would always stop to have 
a friendly chat and buy at the 
store. A large stand was erect- 
ed on the station platform for 
the milk. 


Customers at that time 
waited patiently while their 
lard was scooped up from a

During their 21 years in 
business, the Calverts just had 
one prowler who tried to enter 
the store by a window, but was 
quickly scared off by Mr. 
Calvert. 


The store was sold to Mr. 
Earl Van Dyke who bought} 
new equipment and completely} 
modernized the interior as 
formerly there had just been 
a set of scales for working 
equipment. 


Mr. Van Dyke introduced a 
delivery service which took 
him by Mount Horeb to the 
Manvers boundary. He also 
had three mails a day to make 
up for the trains. There were 
still more horses at that time 
than cars. Milk was no longer) 
shipped to Toronto, but was 
picked up at the corner by 
Connie Newton. Mr. Van

Russell oats prove a heavy producer 


Rarely does a new variety 
show superiority over such a 
wide area as does the new oat 
variety “Russell”, reports the 
Field Crops Branch, Ontario 
Department of Agriculture. On 
the basis of averages, Russell 
has been at the top of the tests 
in Ontariv in each of the last 
three years. On individual 
zone tests it has never stood 
lower than second, and in the 
main feed grain growing areas 
of Ontario it has always stood 
first. 

In climate zone tests the 
average of all tests in 1961 
gave Russell a margin of 6.4 
bushels per acre, and on a 
three-year average Russell 
outyielded all others by 3.6 
bushels. In zones 8 and 4, 
Where large acreages of feed 
grains are grown, Russell out- 
vielded all others by 8.2 
bushels. The astern Canada 
oat tests, including Kemptville, 
Ridgetown, Guelph and Mac- 
donald College, showed Russell 
to have a 10.5-bushel advan- 
tage in 1961, and a 6-bushel 


advantage over the last three 
years. 

Russell oats were developed 
at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, and were intro- 
duced for the first time in 
1960. A year ago one bushel 
at an auction brought $155.00 
and several others sold for 


$28.00 to $40.00 per bushel. 


sell oats are adapted to a very 
wide area, including Ontario, 
Quebec, New York State, Mi- 
chigan and the three Prairie 
Provinces. 

Russell oats are similar to 
Garry in maturity. They are, 
however, shorter in the straw, 
thinner in the hull, higher 
yielding, heavier per bushel 
weight, equal to Garry in smut 
and rust resistance, and more 
resistant to Septoria blight 
than Garry. The seed supply 
of both registered and certified 
Russell oats is good. This 
variety alone, with its superior 
yielding ability, if used ex- 
tensively will contribute great- 
ly to the increased feed grain 
production program required 
for 1962.

ULCER SYMPTOMS? 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Once 
or twice a year I get some kind 
of digestive disturbance which 
lasts two to three weeks at a 
time, I have pressure and a 
gnawing sensation in the re- 
gion of the stomach. Some- 
times the pressure seems to be 
higher up in the chest. Often 
TI wake up in the middle of the 
night because of this discom- 
fort. 

After a meal I feel better, 
but two or three hours later I 
have the same trouble. TI 
usually have a healthy appe- 
tite, but during these sick 
spells I can’t eat much. What 
is the cause of this discomfort? 
Could it be stomach ulcers? If 
so, what might be the cause? 
I admit I have irregular eating 
habits. I am 35 and a bachelor, 
- - Mr. N., Little Rock. 

Comment; I think most doc- 
fors would be suspicious that 
duodenal ulcer is the cause of 
your trouble. Your symptoms 
are typical: food relieving the 
pain; empty stomach aggra- 
vating it, until food (or antacid 
tablet) relieves it again. Bs- 
pecially, your complaint of 
waking up at night with the 
pain. (Chances are you go to 
the refrigerator and take some 
milk to relieve it so you can 
fall asleep again.) 


Anyone with symptoms like 
yours should have a complete 
examination. X rays called a 
GI series are essential. Usually 
they will show up the ulcer if 
there is one. (Incidentally, 
some people who have no 
stomach symptoms at all may 
show definite ulceration when 
they take routine X rays.) 

I wish I could tell you the 
cause of peptic ulcer. Some 
people have an overabundance 
of stomach acid. Others oyer- 
smoke or overdrink. There} 
are those who are hostile and 
the resenters’ who -‘stew in 
their own juice.” Yet, we don’t

The trouble is usually in the 
lungs or ‘pancreas ‘of the 
patient, where the normal 
secretions become thick and 
Sticky. They may clog the| 
lungs and prevent normal! 
breathing. In the pancreas, the 
sticky mucus prevents normal 
enzymes from the pancreas 
from taking part in normal} 
digestion. |

die before they are five years) 
old. The disease is stubborn] 
and resists treatment 
although some patients reach 
their twenties. Research is) 
going on in CP disease and 
some day soon’] hope we can 
find treatment that will oyer- 
come it.

20 PRIESTS REPORTEDLY MURDERED 

Twenty Belgian Roman Catholic priests reportedly 
have been murdered by Congolese soldiers in Northern 
Katanga. United Nations sources said the priests were 
beaten with bicycle chains before being shot to death 
New Year's day. The bodies were dismembered by a 
Congo youth group, and the remains thrown into a river. 
Observers in Leopoldville said the troops who participated 
in the massacre may have been from the same unit in- 
volved in the slaying of 18 Italian U-N airmen late last 


year in Kindu. 
WAVE OF VIOLENCE 

Terrorist bombing that killed 10 Moslems last night 
has touched off a wave of anti-European violence in the 
astern Algerian port city of Bone. Police say a Moslem 
mob beat a European to death with a shovel today and 
set fire to an oil supply dump and an automobile. Police 
and troop barricades have been set up in efforts to keep 
the city’s Arabs and Europeans apart. The bombing killed 
10 and injured 10 Moslems last night. 
SHAKEN UP 

The Government of the Dominican Republic was 
shaken up last night when President Balaguer resigned 
and a new military-civilian junta took charge. Late 
word says Balaguer is at liberty but that four other 
members who resigned have been placed under arrest. 
Meantime, a curfew was clamped on the city of Santo 
Domingo following yesterday’s demonstration which saw 
five anti-government agitators killed and at least 12 
wounded, Fresh outbursts are expected today. 
ARRIVE IN HOLLANDIA 

Dutch officials in West New Guinea say 12 of the 50 
Indonesian prisoners taken in Monday’s nayal encounter 
off West New Guinea have arrived at Hollandia. Three of 
the prisoners were hospitalized with serious wounds. A 
Dutch officer says one of the prisoners has admitted the 
Indonesian units were en route to military action in West 
New Guinea. 
FINISHING TOUCHES 

Finishing touches are being made in Ottawa for to- 
morrow’s opening of parliament. The cabinet has held 
several meetings this week and Prime Minister John Dief- 
enbaker says he has his throne speech ready. The speech 
traditionally contains the legislative program for the 
session to follow. 
HEARING RESUMES 

The hearing resumes in Chicago today for three men 
charged with trying to dispose of bonds stolen in the 18- 
and-a-half million dollar robbery in 1958 at the Brock- 
ville, Ontario Trust and Savings Company. The three-are 
charged along with another American with trying to 
set up a front to dispose of the bonds in Europe. 
ASSESS DAMAGE 

Damage is being assessed today in the wake of the 
gale force winds that ripped across the Maritime Provinces 
yesterday. Nine Royal Canadian Navy warships, delayed 
by the storm, are scheduled to sail today to take part 
in the Atlantic command’s winter exercises near Bermuda. 
DISCUSSIONS CONTINUE 

Representatives of France and Tunisia met for one- 
half hour today as discussions continued over the French 
Naval base in Bizerte. Observers say the Tunisians are 
not satisfied with French terms as to when the present 
International “Emergency” should be considered over.

46 deer killed by cars 
in Lindsay Forestry District 


Fish and Widlife Supervisor 
K.K. Irizawa writes in the cur- 
rent Lands and Forests district 
report that ‘once again motor 
vehicles were responsible for 
more dear kills than all other 
causes combined of deer killed 
by means other than legal 
hunting in the Lindsay Forest 
District in 1961, Of 74 known 
deer casualties 46 were killed 
by cars, 11 were poached, 8 
met their fate at the hands 
(or fangs) of marauding dogs, 
and 9 died from a variety of 
miscellaneous causes (fences, 
drowning, etc.) 

“Durham County again led 
the parade with 20 dead deer, 
followed by 19 casualties in 


Victoria County, 15 in Hali- 


burton, 13 in Peterborough 
County and 7 in Northumber- 
land County. 

“Information on estimated 
damages was obtained on 33 
out of the 46 instances when 
cars 
mishaps. Damage ranged from 
$5.00 to $450.00, and the total 
damage amounted to $4,445.- 
00. If the remaining car-deer 
accidents resulted in similar 
damage then the overall cost 
of repairs would total in the 
vicinity of $6,200.00.

ICE FISHING HAZARDS 

Ice fishing can be fun but it can also be hazardous 
and the Dept. of Lands and Worests fears the season 
will get underway with a ducking for some who annually 
place too much trust in too-thin ice. 

In the hope that it may lessen the hazardous aspect 
of ice fishing and keep the emphasis on the fun that it 
can be, the department offers these suggestions for 
leaving the water below the ice to the fish: : 

“Make sure the ice is safe before trusting yourself 
or your hut or car out on it. If ice along the shore is 
mushy or broken up, the lake probably is not yet safe. 
Spring-fed lakes often have thin patches all winter. 

Avoid dark spots or discoloured areas on the ice. 
They may indicate underwater springs. 

’ In early winter, snow coyer may permit air-ice con- 
ditions during alternate thaws and freezes, 

Camaraderie is good—but early winter ice may not 
be strong enough to support groups of four or five ang- 

ers. : 
_ At any time, old hands say, driving cars on the ice 
can be dangerous. wy 

Anglers are reminded not to cut brush or trees 
along the shore for shelters since they belong either to 
private individuals or the Crown. ‘It is an offence und- 
er The Public Lands Act to deposit any material, sub- 
stance or thing, which includes trees and brush, on any 
public lakes. A fine of not more than $500. may be ley- 
jed for this offence.” 

REAL CAUSE FOR CONCERN 

Meat consumers in Lindsay probably felt consider- 
ably reassured by the announcement that representatives 
of the Lindsay Board of Health had carried out an in- 
spection of meat markets and found everything in first 
class condition, The consumers had cause to feel con- 
cerned in the light of recent disclosures and the only 
way they can feel relatively secure in the future is in 
the knowledge that health officials continue to carry out 
frequent spot checks. : 

Special attention should undoubtedly be given to 
meat “imports” — such as meat pies, ete, which could 
camoulflage tainted meat, horsemeat and what-have-you, 
without too much difficulty. A little gravy and a liberal 
amount of spices could cover up a multitude of inferior 
meats. 

Those things which have come to light in the wake 
of the RCMP investigations should provide the necessary 
stimulus for more rigid and far-reaching control over 

~ meat processing. Health authorities at every level of 
government have a clearly defined responsibility to act. 
WHY NOT? 

Douglas Watson of Gil-Mar Lodge announced earlier 
this week there would be an under-ice diving exhibition 
off shore from his place Sunday afternoon. It would be 
put on by skin divers from Oshawa who, donning special 

“suits, would whip down under the ice and take a look at 
an ice-bound lake from below. The lodge is located on 
Sturgeon Lake not farm from Dunsford. 

Shortly after Mr. Watson’s announcement, a note 
came along stating Twin Lakes Motor Club at Orillia 
was going to stage sports car racing on Lake Couchiching, 


February 4th. This, in turn, gave rise to some thoughts ~ 
on the subject of winter sporting events on Sturgeon. - 


Lake .. . Why not take advantage of the situation at 
our own back door and do something to attract people to 
this area for winter sports? 
Mr. Watson is showing leadership in this connection 
and a co-operative effort might come up with some 
- workable ideas which, if applied, could focus the winter 
sports spotlight on this district. The basic ingredients 
are here... Why not try to do something with them? 
HIGH COST OF HOSPITALIZATION 
The high cost of hospitalization was forcibly 
brought home to the people served by the Ross Mem- 
orial Hospital when it was announced last week that 
the Ontario Hospital Services Commission had approv- 
ed a staggering rate increase. .. . Standard ward rates 
at the hospital were advanced by over 30 per cent. 


This is a fantastic hike in rates and it is almost impos- . 


sible to conceive of any other service which could 
up its rates by nearly one-third in one fell swoop and 
without a word of explanation. 

A few months ago it was announced that the Ont- 
ario Hospital Services Commission (that’s the govern- 
ment agency which undertakes to provide a hospital 
plan for the average resident of the province), feared 
it was going to run out of money and might have to 
raise its rates to subscribers. Since it must pay the 
bills out of money collected from the public, the shoals 
of its economic sea aren't too difficult to see through the 
fog of rising hospital rates which, ironically, the com- 
mission approves. 

If the Ross Memorial Hospital's governors had 
taken it upon themselves to up the ward rates by over 
80 per cent, thera would have been the greatest hue 
and cry imaginable with demands on every hand that 
they justify their action. But the Ontario Hospital 
Services Commission blithely anounces it has approved 
such an increase and few people “bat an eye’... Some- 
how when a government agency does something, the 
whole thing seems very remote to the general public 
.... beyond range of questioning. In spite of this 
Many people must be wondering what factors have 
contributed to the need for such a formidable skyrock- 
eting of rates. 

IT KEEPS COMING UP... 

Ontario's 3 per cent sales fax levy keeps coming up 
in the news and it is apparent that there is widespread 
dissatisfaction with its application. 

Apart from the fact that the present levy is dis- 
criminatory against certain businesses, there are incon- 
sistencies even in its discrimination. For example, 
food items (except restaurant meals above a certain 
price) are exempt but soap is taxable. Could soap be 
considered any less a necessity than many food items 
unfess we are to abandon our age-old concepts of the 
value of cleanliness in maintaining health?

OTTAWA — All you have to do to get a free coppy 
of the 11th edition of what is probably the most sought- 
after mining map in the world — a map known by the 
simple title of “Canada~Principal Mineral Areas-900-A” 
— is to drop a line to the Department of Mines and Tech- 
nical Surveys, Ottawa. 

In fact the Department has so arranged matters that 
a postcard with “900-A” written on it, along with your 
name and address of course, is all that’s required. If you 
live outside Canada you are asked to enclose 25 cents. 

This world-renowned map is the product of a unique 
cooperative undertaking begun in 1947 by the Depart- 
men’s Mineral Resources Division, the Geological Survey 
of Canada Branch and the Surveys and Mapping Branch, 
the two former handling the compilation, the latter the 
actual printing, 

Since then, from all parts of the world, mining cor- 
porations, engineers, educational institutions, newspaper 
offices, magazine publishers, libraries, students and lay- 
men by the thousands have written in asking that their 
names be put on the mailing list. 

It is extremely unlikely, a spokesman for the Depart- 
ment says, that any mineral map anywhere packs so 
much specific information into such a small space. The 
map measures only 2 feet 9 inches by 3 feet, yet — 
printed in 10 colors — it gives almost at a glance a vivid 
picture not only of Canada’s principal mineral areas and 
geological divisions, but shows what is going on and 
where, from the sub-Arctie to the International Boundary 
from the Atlantic coast to the Pacific. i

RETAIL MERCHANTS WITH SIMPLE CARE 
CAN CUT HAZARDS 

Retail merchants can keep their stores firesafe and 
avoid the possibility of costly damage to their stocks and 
buildings by following a few simple safety tips. 

The Canadian Underwriters’ Association points out 
that the fire potential of a store may be sharply re- 
duced by disposing of shipping cartons as soon as goods 
are unpacked. To minimize fire hazards, back rooms 
and cellars should be cleared of such materials daily. 

Here are a few other important rules it lists: 

© Smoking should be permitted only in specially 
designated areas (this applies both to the public and 
employees), 

© To permit rapid evacuation if fire strikes, aisles 
and exits should he kept clear. 

e A plan should be drawn on what to do if fire 
strikes. Clerks should be instructed how to handle fire 
extinguishers and other equipment that may be used for 
the control of small fire. However, every employee 
should be instructed to call the fire department the mo- 
ment a fire starts, no matter how small it may be.

Wallace, representing the Ont- 
ario Federation of Agriculture, 
appeared before a well attend-} 
ed meeting of farmers belong- 
ing to the Victoria County unit 
held in the Provincial building 
in Lindsay Wednesday. They} 
presented considerable in-| 
formation regarding the all-| 
important subject of taxation 
and assessment. Mr. Wallace 
dealth with the historical back- 
ground of the organization and} 
Mr. Middleton dealt with a 
number of ideas concerning 
the subject which he empha- 
sized were not actually a part 
of the policy of the federation. 
At the close of Mr. Middleton's 
talk he was beseiged with ques- 
tions showing the extent of 
keen interest on the part of the} 
audiences. Members of the 
federation also expressed their 
ideas. 

Phases of discussion includ- 
ed the ability of farmers to 
earn and to pay taxes; whether 


sales tax or a tax on income; 
whether assessment should be 
based on land only or on build- 
ings, and to what proportion, 
and what can be done regard- 
ig the high cost of education. 
The question of farm pro- 
perties came up for discussion 
and the trek from farm to city 
was also mentioned; should 
assessment be based largely on 
the land or on buildings, or 
should land values be exempt 


and buildings bear more of the! 


brunt of taxation. 

It was generally conceded 
that land owners had no desire 
to evade a fair proportion of 


city to seek lower taxation in 
adjacent rural areas should 
pay a higher percentage of tax- 
ation. 

Summer resort or lake shore 
Properties were referred to 
and it was the general opinion 
that -these properties should 
pay taxes in ratio to the value 
placed on the same by owners. 
There was doubt in the minds 
of some present regarding the 
idea of collecting educational 
costs from cottage owners 
when they had no children at- 
tending rural schools in tho 
area, 

The thought was suggested 
that industrial concerns should 
bear a greater degree of the 
cost of education as industries 
demand a greater percentage 
of employees with good educa- 
tion today. Industry, it was 
stated was prepared to pay for 
services rendered by munici- 
palities and could probably af- 
ford to pay more towards edu- 
eation, thus relieving farmers 
and other taxpayers. 

The intimation that assess- 
ors are often influenced in 
their judgment by members of 
township councils who vrged 
the officer to increase assess- 
ments, especially on summer 
properties, was “frowned on 
and disputed by Reeve John 
Alton, of Eldon Township and 
others. “The assessor goes 
by the blue book” said Reeve 
Alton. 

A suggestion by W. Copp, of 
Fenelon Township, that farm 
houses be assessed according 
to their size and appearance

I had known “Murph” for 
many years. He lived in a 
trailer at the base of the 
“Trow” hill adjoining Pottery 
Road in the lower Don Valley. 
“Murph” had set up quarters 
there after a series of disap- 
pointments in life. He lived 
frugally and intelligently. He 
was a well-informed man on 
current subjects. Furthermore. 
he was a keen observer of hu- 
man nature. He kept hir self 
comfortably on the earning of 
his apiary and from the electri- 
cal work which he did on the 
side. 

The foragings of “Murph’s 
bees took them along the 
ravine system of the Don 
Valley, and the nectar they 
brought back from their trips, 
sustained the occupants of cne 
hundred beehives across the 
road from the site of old 
Burns’ pottery works of a 
hundred years ago. 


Despite my keen interest in 
bees, in their association with 


$51,350.79 were! Woodlands, fields and flowers, 


I had no intention of becoming 
a beekeeper. But “Murph” in 
his strong-willed Irish way was 
insistent: that I should. So one 
day he took it upon himself to 
moye a single hive to my place 
at the forks of the Don, and 
also took on the job of attend- 
ing to the hive, extracting the 
honey and handing me that 
first year, forty pounds of that 
golden-tinted product from the 
nectar of clover, and the “rag- 
a-muffin mints” for*which the 
Don Valley is singularly noted: 
the operation was complete, 
even to the containers which 
carried the stamp; “From the 
apiary of J. Rice Murphy, Tod- 
morden”, which indeed in 
truth it was. 

What “Murph” told me about 
beekeeping, generally speak- 
ing went in one ear and 
promptly out the other. He 
was a gold mine of bee lore 
which I failed to adequately 
tap, but nevertheless his les- 
sons made some headway. 
“Murph” considered that busi- 
nessmen were to be pitied, and 
decided that he would hold out 
on me for my own good, and 
until I was won over to his 
opinion that beekeeping was 
necessary to my state of life; 
gradually the great awakening 
that a hive of bees is more 
than a hive of bees dawned 
upon me. 

How that hive managed to 
survive the multiple obstacles 
to its success I do not know, 
or perhaps I only partly knew, 
for the “bard” undoubtedly 
made frequent visits to it when 
I was not around. When, the 
next Spring, the hive was 
found to be queenless. 
“Murph” wrapped a sweater 
over a frame of his own cap- 
ped brood with eggs and lar- 
yvae, and carefully carried it 
up’ the railway track to my 
holdings on a chill April day. 
From this frame of brood 
placed in by hive, the bees 
were able to produce another 
queen cell and from this event- 
ually secured another queen. 


My adventures in half-heart:- 
ed beekeeping were numerous. 
I tried working the hive, usu- 
ally at the wrong time, and got 


a day at her Haliburton home 
and will return to Lindsay for 
a few more weeks.

“bard-of-Avon” type of beekeeper, 
said to me one day, “I am going to sell you a hive of my 
bees, a smoker, my small extractor and a few other things 


the equipment you can buy 


some bad stings in so doing. 
With each fresh sting came 4 
fresh resolution to convince 
“Murph” that his faithful 
guardianship of my future 
peace of mind was not re- 
quired. But instead, I went 
back for more stings or to 
“Murph” for more advice, un- 
til my vision cleared. 


But I was still frightened of 
the bees, and was continually 
on the defensive: the thought 
of opening a hive, of separat- 
ing the “supers”, and of stand- 
ing out in the open, face to 


!face with 25,000 milling bees 


was a combat I did not relish. 
A sting sustained during one 
of these occurrence prevented 
me from attending a wedding. 
At home I was accused of 
deliberate sabotage of my at- 
tendance, and nearly lost a 
friendship. 


I do not recall just when the 
first transformation in my at- 
titude towards bees took place. 
Perhaps the transition was 
gradual, for one who dabbles 
in bees, gets to know “this 
fellow” and “that fellow”, and 
these conversations prompted 
enthusiasm.

Offerings on the Toronto 
Livestock Market this week 
totaled 9118 cattle, 1876 calves 
3631 hogs and 487 wool. 

Trading on slaughter cattle 
was under pressure with all 
classes and grades showing 
price losses. Veal calf prices 
were lower. Hog prices were 
higher and lamb prices were 
lower. 

Cattle receipts were some 
1600 head more than last week 
and about 1200 head more 
than the same week in 1961. 
Cattle receipts from Western 
Canada were sharply higher at 
1025 head. Western stock calf 
numbers were also up at 266 
head. Although no slaughter 
cattle were shipped East, 15 
cattle and 36 calves were ship- 
ped from Nova Scotia and 
there were 30 cattle and 52 
calves from Prince Edward Is- 
land. There were no exports 
off the market to the United 
States. 

Slaughter cattle registered 
their first place decline since 
the first week in October 1961. 
While the price break wasn’t 
Serious it covered all classes 
and grades with all the pos- 
sible exception of canner cows. 
In the steers section the over- 
all quality could only be con- 
sidered as average. This fact 
coupled to a reported lowering 
of dressed beef prices were the 
contributing factors to the low- 
er levels.

Council HAS To Be Interested : 

The formation ot an industrial commission in Lindsay 
which removes industrial development from council’s 
hands (except for approving its budget) is being regarded 
with considerable interest. 

In past years industrial development has been 
left with a committee of council which, with one ex- 
ception, depended upon its chairman to do most of the 
contact work. The exception was made when Dan Mc- 
Quarrie assumed the role of industrial development com- 
missioner (without pay) and went out after industry. He 
succeeded in getting the first break in industrial develop- 
ment the town had had in several years and his efforts 
were rewarded with an honorarium. Throughtout the 
various negotiations he was in close contact with the 
council of the day. ; 

Inasmuch as council might be somewhat relieved to 
be entirely clear of industrial commission activities, we 
venture to say it will find it HAS to be interested in what 
is transpiring. There are too many factors involved which 
have a direct bearing on the town (sewer, water, roads, 
etc.) for council ever to be able to divorce itself entirely 
from industrial development.

AUTOMATIC SINK 

A kitchen sink that does its own washing up is likely 
to be appreciated by many housewives — not to mention 
husbands. But in fact this ingenious invention, recently 
on show in London, was thought up by two bachelors, both 
Liverpool businessmen. Describing it in the ‘New Ideas’ 
program broadcast weekly in the BBC General Overseas 
Service, Allan Murray said that it looked like any well- 
designed sink unit, with draining board, roomy cupboard 
and a drawer for cutlery. But the user only had to turn 
the tap, and flick a switch, and in less than ten minutes 
it would wash, rinse and dry the dishes and cutlery used 
to serve a meal for six people. It can be used also for 
washing clothes and small linen. A thermostatically con- 
trolled immersion heater built into the sink keeps the 
the water at a steady temperature, and a fan unit tucked 
under the draining board sends a stream of air up through 
the bottom of the sink to bubble-wash crockery or shake 
the dirt out of clothes. With the switch off, it is just 
an ordinary sink, taking up no more space than any other. 
It will soon be added to a well-known British range of 
fitted kitchen furniture. ‘

DIP TO CONTROL 

HOUSE PLANT PESTS 

Just because your house 
plants are indoors, it doesn’t 
mean they will escape insect 
attack. All too often, insects 
will move indoors and take up 
winter quarters on your favor 
ite house plant. 

Horticulturists with the On- 
tario Department of Agricul- 
ture offer these suggestions 
for their control. 

Check all new plants com- 
ing into the house for insects. 
Tf you find any, isolate them 
until the pests have been elim- 


inated by one of the following} 


treatments. 

Add a few ounces of mild 
soap to a gallon of rain water. 
Either dip the plants, or apply 
it with a soft brush or sponge. 


Be sure to rinse plants well 
with clean water. 
Insecticides are still the 


most positive means of con- 
trol and malathion is one of 


the best all-purpose materials} 


on the market. Two tea- 


large enough to allow easy dip- 
ping of the whole plant. 

Hold the plant upside down 
and immerse it for a few sec- 
onds. Cover the top of the 
pot with cardboard or paper to 
prevent the loss of soil, Avoid 
getting your hands into the dip. 
A good good precaution is to 
wear rubber gloves. 
| When you have finished, get 
|rid of the dip. Don’t leave it 
around for animals or inquisi- 
|tive children to sample. 
| Attack by red spider mites 
or scale insects can be kept to 
a minimum by keeping the hu- 
|midity in the room as high as 
| possible.

Globe Girdling 


(By United Press International) 


EXPECTED TO APPROVE MEASURE 

Western Hemisphere Foreign Ministers meeting in 
Urugay today are expected to approve a measure calling 
for the suspension of Cuba from the Inter-American sy- 
stem. The U-S backed proposal was tentatively supported 
early this morning by such “fringe nations” as Argentina, 
Brazil, Bolivia, Chile, Ecuador, Haiti and Mexico. The 
U-S originally favored complete diplomatic and economic 
sanctions against pro-Communist Cuba. 


SETBACK 

The U-S space program suffered a setback early this 
morning when an attempt to send five satellites into orbit 
with one shot from Cape Canaveral failed. The moonlets 
landed in the Atlantic Ocean south of Cuba when the sec- 
ond stage of the 80-foot rocket misfired. U-S space offi- 
cials had hoped to put the five satellites into a circular 
orbit some 575 miles over the earth. 


PROSPEROUS YEAR 

Trade Minister George Hees says Canada could be in 
for its most prosperous year in history if government, 
labor and management pull together as a team. “If we 
can achieve the cooperation”, said Hees, “there are no 
heights of economic progress which we cannot reach in 
1962.” The Trade Minister says the Canadian economy is 
now “In a very strong and satisfactory condition and is 
now entering a new period of sound expansion. 


ACCUSES DIEFENBAKER . 

The opposition’s lone woman member has accused 
the Prime Minister of “treating the Canadian people with 
contempt by attempting to buy them off for the next 
election”. Miss Judy Lamarsh says Mr. Diefenbaker’s 
various announcements during the throne speech were 
based on the cynical belief that, once again, he can buy 
off the Canadian people. She said the government’s 10 
dollar a month raise in old age pensions was-as she put 
it-a piece of his crumbling cake designed to take the eyes 
of the country off his distasteful display, 


BARRICADES 

West Berlin police say 28 Bast Germans escaped 
through barbed wire barricades last night in the biggest 
mass escape since the Communist wall was built last 
August. They say the escapees included men, women and 
children ranging from eight to 71 years old. And the 
Bast German parliament met today to put its rubber 
stamp approval on a military draft,

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Seven named, 
by-law gets 
full reading 


The controversial Lindsay 
industrial committee has been 
officially removed from poli- 
tics. Lindsay Council passed 
a by-law last night which al- 
lows a standing commission to 
be set-up, free from political 
attachment. 

The by-law, passed in all 
three readings without amend- 
ment, has been set up in accor- 
dance with the Municipal Act. 
Before the second reading, 
which takes place when coun- 
cil is in a committee-of-the- 
whole, Mayor Holtom explain- 
ed the reason for this move. 

“As most of the councillors 
will recall, in my inaugural ad- 
dress, I strongly suggested that 
the Industrial committee 
should be removed from poli- 
tics. For many years, it has 
been a standing committee of 
council, but I thought it wise 
to disassociate it from the pol- 
itical angle. Last year, the 
committee was changed con- 
siderably so that members on 
the committee were from the 
bank, real estate, labour and 
professional circles,” the may- 
or stated. 

“However, the council will 
still maintain control over this 
new commission’s budget and 
have a limited control over in- 
dustry if it comes to Lindsay 
and wish to settle on town 
land. However, the commis- 
sion will have full control of 
its own affairs,” he concluded: 

Councillor Mel DeGroat 
thought it was an excellent by- 
law, but was a momentous 
step to take. “As most of us 
have just received a copy of 
this by-law when we arrived 
tonight, I would like to move 
that action be deferred until 
we have had time to study it 
more closely.” 

However, Councillor Russell 
Taylor observed that the com- 
mission should be set up prior 
to the end of the month. 

“There is nothing compli- 
cated about the by-law,” the 


mayor asserted. “It is set 
down according to the Munici- 
pal Act.” 


Reeve Lloyd Found sug- 
gested that the clerk read the 
by-law a paragraph at a time 
and give the council members 
a chance to discuss it. 

During the course of the 
reading, many suggestions 
were presented, but essentially 
the by-law was accepted in the 
second reading as written. 

One point was brought for- 
ward by Councillor DeGroat. 
“The wording of this by-law 
Says an eight-member commis- 
sion, one of which will be the 
mayor, ex-officio. I think this 
should be worded, a minimum 
of eight members, and that 
one council member should be 
appointed.” 

Mayor Holtom said that each 
member should attend, but not 
in an official capacity. “A ros- 
ter should be set up, whereby 
each member of council will at- 
tend at least one meeting a 
year.” 

Reeve Lloyd Found said he 
agreed with the mayor and that

EDITORIALS.... 


IS THERE REALLY A NEED? 

Is there really a need for low rental housing in Lind 
say? ... That’s the question members of the Housing 
ing Authority here are asking themselves in the light of 
a series of advertisements requesting those interested 
in such housing to make application to them. 

Vernon O’Connor, member of the authority and Lind- 
say real estate man, has disclosed that a series of three 
advertisements for applicants brought only three replies. 
He further revealed that while it is proposed to build 
ten of these low rental units at Lindsay, there are only 
eight or nine applications on file, a number not regarded 
as sufficient to warrant proceeding with the program. 

Mr. O'Connor points out that the situation is con- 
tradictory in that it is a known fact there are many people 
in Lindsay seeking housing in the low rental brackets . . . 
But, when low rental housing applications are sought, 
the response is not there. 

Is there really a need for low rental housing in Lind- 
say? The authority members think there is but they 
are at a complete loss to understand why if there is, their 
appeals for applications are spurned. Is it indifference, 
or apathy, or both, which is dimming the chances of 
Lindsay getting the 10 low rental housing units it is seek- 
ing? Only those desiring this type of housing know the 
answers — the Housing Authority here ‘would like to. 


PERHAPS THE ISSUE SHOULD BE 
TACKLED THE OTHER WAY AROUND 

For almost a decade now, a controversy has waxed 
hot and cold concerning the payment of the extra mill 
by Lindsay towards the support of the Victoria County 
High School Area. Throughout all these discussions, 
the objective has been to get Lindsay off the hook. Until 
now it has not been achieved and there is obviously still 
considerable opposition to the idea throughout the area, 
one municipality going so far as to suggest Lindsay 
should pay an extra two mills. 

Perhaps the issue should be tackled the other way 
around .. . Maybe Lindsay should try to establish that 
the contribution by other participating municipalities is 
not equitable on the basis of student attendance, service 
supplied and cost of operation. For example, transporta- 
tion, as we all know, is a staggering budgetary considera- 
tion in tht maintenance of the high school area. Pupuls 
attending from Lindsay derive no benefit from this ser- 
vice and yet Lindsay taxpayers pay their full share 
(plus the equivalent of one mill). A few years ago, 
students attending high school found their own trans- 
portation, several of them finding it necessary to board 
in neighbouring towns or villages. This, of course, add- 
ed a great deal to the “family” cost of giving a boy or 
girl a high school education. It is possible rural areas 
could make a greater contribution to the cost of trans- 
portation and still come out ahead of the game. 

However, to make a long story short, conditions 
have so changed within the area that Lindsay is paying 
an extra mill to maintain an educationl setup which is 
entirely out of proportion to that which existed when the 
high school area was formed. A complete overhaul of 
levies for high school area purposes would seem to be 
called for in order to resolve the “extra mill” issue. 
ONE OF THE DANGERS 

It is concerning to note a report attributed to the ad- 
ministrator of the Ross Memorial Hospital in which he 
is quoted as having made the following statement in con- 
nection with recent hospital rate increases: “The figure 
is not affecting too many people as 93 per cent of the 

people of Ontario belong to the Ontario Hospital 
Association plan and fo them it is merely a book figure.” 

This is essentially true but the attitude has broader 
implications. Warnings have already been sounded that 
the Ontario Hospital Services Commission may have to in- 
crease its rates to subscribers because it is running out 
ot funds to meet its obligations. If rates continue fo in- 
crease, and higher premiums are demanded of those in- 
sured under the Ontario plan, the rates will probably no 
longer appear as merely a book figure. 

One of the dangers attached to any government-back- 
ed agency is that costs do, in truth, tend to become re- 
garded as merely book figures. But is this conducive to 
economy? 

QUESTIONS WERE BOUND 
TO BE ASKED... 

Questions were bound to be asked or raised in the 
minds of county councillors when the Ross Memorial 
Hospital applied for a further grant of $75,000 from 
Victoria County. The request, coming as it did swiftly on 
the heels of a substantial increase in ward, semi-private 
and private rates, must have been surprising to Say the 
least. 

Since the hospital was built and the Ontario Hospital 
Services Plan came into effect, rates at the Ross Memorial 
Hospital haye undergone radical upward revision, This 
coupled with the fact that the hospital is virtually in- 
sured against loss on patient care by reason of guaranteed 
payment for hospital plan participants and indigents, has 
prompted Mariposa Reeve Owen Sweetman to observe: 
“They have raised the general ward rate to $24 a day. 
They should be in a position to pay off this debt in a 
couple of years with those kind of rates”, 

According to the statement of building funds sub- 
mitted to the county council, the total cost of he hospital 
as at December 31, 1961 was $2,041,102.95. This amount 
includes one figure which is still in the estimate stage- 
cost of renovations to the old’ bulding, $134,500-and 
a landscaping account for $24,998.00 with the notation 
“billed to date”. Obviously, these figures may be sub- 
ject to revision when the work is fully completed. 

On the credit side of the ledger, money received by 
the hospital building fund amounts to $1,870,586.38, In- 
cluded in this amount is an item designated as “Interest 

on Bank Accounts and Investments $32,707.18”. In- 
terest in this amount would indicate some substantial 
holdings by the hospital during 1961, Could’ they be con- 
verted to meet the present need for additional funds? 

Continuing on with the statement, it is indicated that 
the actual outstanding amount against the hospital is 
$170,516.57. Offsetting part of this amount are estimated 
grants and pledges totalling $87,945.96 for a net shortage

CANADA'S BANKRUPTCY LAWS 
PERMIT “LEGAL ROBBERY” — 

‘Tt is far too easy, under Canadian law, for an 
unscrupulous operator to start a business with practically 
nothing - - and fleece unsuspecting suppliers of many 
thousands of dollars in just a few months. Last year, the 
liabilities of bankrupt companies exceeded $30,000,000 
in Metropolitan ‘Foronto alone.” 

This was the startling comment of a young Toronto 
businessman, Michael Feldman, who remarked last week, 
“Canada’s bankruptcy laws are too lenient. They must 
be tightened to provide protection for the unsuspecting 
against planned bankruptcies and a reckless disregard 
for creditors.” 

Feldman, 34, publishes the Digest Daily Law Journal, 
a newsletter that is distributed five mornings a week, 
giving business and professional people information on 
all Toronto area bankruptcies, court judgments, mechan- 
ics’ liens, writs and assignments of accounts receivable. 

“As the proprietor of a credit service, I see evidence 
of unfair bankruptcies practically every day. I have 
seen instances of a man driving a new Cadillac and living 
in a $100,000 home. He puts his business into bank- 
ruptcy, after drawing a substantial salary for some 
time. His creditors lose money. He stills retains his 
car and home — and is free to start another business 
again the next morning! nt 

Mr. Feldman suggests that the Federal government 
tighten Canada’s bankruptcy laws; that stricter obliga- 
tions be imposed upon the directors of limited companies; 
and that directors be restricted from drawing excessive 
remuneration from a company which is an unstable 
financial position. 

“Tt is a partciular disgrace when you see the small 
man - - like an electrician, carpenter or plasterer - - be- 
ing badly hurt by a bankruptcy. The loss of a few 
thousand dollars may be incidental to a large corpora- 
tion. The same loss could wipe out a small businessman. 
It is time we took steps to stop this legal robbery!”

BELTS AREN'T ‘CURE-ALLS’ 

In its current campaign to promote the use of seat 
belts in Canada, the Canadian Highway Safety Council 
has cautioned that seat belts cannot prevent accidents, 
They are not “cure-alls”, nor are they the answer to the 
perils of the highway. Ira G. Needles, CHSC’s general 
chairman, said, “We do know that seat belts, if used 
extensively, will prevent one-third of Canada’s traffic 
fatalities and greatly reduce the severity of injuries. 
However, it still remains the free-will prerogative of the 
motorist to prevent an accident—or cause one,” 

“Wear seat belts,” the Council advises,, “and they 
could save your life in an accident. But don’t expect 
them to prevent the accident. Only you can do that!”

Timely Tips 
for farmers 


Cows in D.H.I.A. processed 
milk herds increased in pro- 
duction by an average of 995 
pounds each between 1956 and 
1960, reports the Farm Econo- 
mics and Statistics Branch, 
Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture. The farmers in the 
study used production records 
to eliminate low - producing 
cows or strains; fed adequate- 
ly to bring out the productive 
ability of the cow; used arti- 
ficial breeding (81% in 1959- 
1960) to improve the breeding. 

There is a possibility that 
your top - producing dairy 
cows will pay for a lot more 
grain than they are getting, 
Says the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture. No two cows 
are alike, so a rule-of-thumb 
grain to milk yield will not suit 
every cow. The Department 
suggests offering high pro- 
ducers a little more grain,

APPLES ARE PLENTIFUL 

The abundance of this year’s 
apple crop offers plenty of op- 
portunity to brighten up both 
the table and your menu, For 
attractive table centres and 
eating out-of-hand, varieties 
like Delicious, Northern Spy, 
Courtland and McIntosh are ex- 
cellent choices, 

Adding any one of the var- 
ieties, sliced raw. to your salads 
or desserts will give you that 
extra touch of color to bright- 
en up your meal on cold winter 
days, 

Varieties like Greening, or 
Northern Spy are good cooking 
apples, says the Food and Nu- 
trition Department at Macdon- 
ald Institute, Guelph. 

Here is a distinctive gelatin 
mould that uses apple slices 
to good advantage: 

Salad Apple Ring for Six 

Dissolve 1 package of apple- 
flavored gelatin and a dash of 
salt in 1 cup of boiling water.

Carefully pour 1-7 ounce bot- 
tle of lemon-lime carbonated 
beverage (well chilled) down 
the side of the bowl.

Two routes were suggested, 
the reeve explained. First, one 
approved by both township 
councils which would run 
south along Angeline St. to 
Endicott’s Corners, thence 
west and southerly through 
Little Britain and on to the 
Ontario County boundary near 
Seagrave. The alternative 
route mentioned in a letter 
from Leslie M. Frost, MPP for 
this riding, is the road south 
from Oakwood, through Little 
Britain to the road running 
west to the Ontario County 
boundary. 

Disagreement came when 
Reeve Cunningham of Bobcay- 
geon stated that the Bobcay- 
geon to Fenelon Falls, to 
Glenarm and through to 
Argyle had been settled on as 
a development road years ago 
and it should be proceeded 
with before the Mariposa-Ops 
road. He was backed by Reeve 
Kennedy of Verulam, Reeve 
Jackett of Fenelon Falls, Reeve 
Black of Fenelon Township, 
Deputy - reeve Logan of Eldon 
and others. 

During the debate which 
was listened to by County 
Engineer Wilford and District 
Engineer Simms, Deputy - 
Teeve Logan stated that Eldon 
Township should receive some 
attention regarding highways 
and he was supported by 
Warden Alton. 

Reeve Kennedy of Verulam 
said it was a long time since 
his township had received as- 
sistance on roads. 

Finally, Warden Alton sug- 
gested that the problem be 
forwarded to the County Roads 
Committee for further discus- 
sion.

A second Truax fire was 
averted by efficient fire -| 
fighting action in Lindsay 
last night. Fire Chief Arnold 
Watson said Friday firemen 
found causative factors to be 
almost identical with those at 
the Truax home when they 
answered a call to 128 Queen 
St. “It was discovered that 
the pipes had overheated, set- 
ting fire to a beam. If the call 
had come a few minutes later, 


we might have experienced a! 


second Truax fire,” the chief 
declared. The Queen Street 
home is that of A. McEachern. 

The chief continued by say- 
ing that it is frequently due to 
faulty piping and people failing 
to clean their stove or furnace 
pipes in the fall. “Also, many 
of the older homes in the town 
and surrounding area have the 


pipes running through floors! 


and ceilings before they enter 
a chimney bracket.” 


Chief Watson said the fire 
on Wednesday morning which 
totally destroyed the home of 
Bert Truax started because the 
furnace pipes came up from 
the basement, through the 
kitchen floor and ceiling and 
then into a chimney bracket. 
“Tf the proper insulating 
thimble is used, there should 
be no danger of ignition. 
However, most people fail to 
realize that there should be an 
air space between the pipes 
and this thimble and if there 
is they don’t clean it out.” 


The fire last night was| 
caught in time by the firemen 
and was extinguished with a 
five-gallon hand-pump. Dam- 
age fo the home was nil. 

The chief recommends that 
everyone check their pipes 
before ever lighting a fire. “To 
prevent a fire, the smartest 
thing to do is to keep the 
pipes clean,’’ he stated.

How to select 
a sire replacement 
for a swine herd 


Poor feeding practices will 
make good hogs poor and poor 
hogs poorer; good feeding will 
bring out the best in good hogs 
and even improve poor breed- 
ing stock, says Ontario Agri- 
cultural College swine re- 
search Garnet Norrish. “To 
market a quality hog, you have 
to combine the best of feed- 
ing and breeding practices — 
neither will work alone,” he 
warns. 


Moving on to the breeding 
side of the picture, Mr, Norrish 
suggests that producers con- 
sider the present faults of their 
sows and then attempt to 
select a boar that will correct 
these faults. 


The best method of evalu- 
ating any boar is through the 
information that is provided 
by the Record of Performance 
test for swine. This informa- 
tion shows a farmer how a 
boar’s litter-mates or parents 
have performed in feeding 
trials, Boars with the best 
performing litter-mates or 
parents may not always be 
the boars that will do the best 
job in this particular swine 
herd. 


He suggests that farmers 
observe the following points 
when selecting a sire for the 
swine herd: 

@ The reputation of the 
man selling the boar 

e The number of litter- 
mates of the boar 

e@ The general health of 
the herd.

Victoria County Council) 
has deferred action on a re-| 
quest for a $75,000 grant 
from the Ross Memorial Hos- 
pital’s Board of Governors. It|

What one Councillor de-} 
scribed aS a “hot question” 
received a bold approach and 
councillors were quite ready 
to express opinions. Such it-} 
ems as $114,000 for archi- 
tect’s fees and $25,000 for 
landscaping came in for the 
greatest criticism. 

Reeye Campbell of Wood- 
ville said he might vote for a 
grant of $25,000 but did not 
feel like sanctioning the land- 
scape bill just ‘to smell a few | 
rose bushes.” 

Reeve Jackett of Fenelon 
Falls, said for $25,000 he 
could landscape all of the 
Township of Laxton. 

Deputy-Reeve Morrison of 
Mariposa, expressed aston- 
ishment at the “little bit of 
paper” R.M.H. Governor R. 
I. Moore used in connection 
with his brief to the Council. 
“A two-million-dollar expen- 
diture and he had it all down 
on a little bit of paper. 

Reeve Lloyd Found of Lind-

Delbert Olan, Millbrook, 
Durham County, had the high- 
est official yield of potatoes in 
Ontario for 1961, reports the 
Field Crops Branch of the 
Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture. Mr. Olan grew the 
Netted Gem variety, referred 
to in some areas as the Russett 
Burbank, and in other areas as 
the Idaho Baker. The Netted 
Gem potatoes, grown by Olan, 
tested 19.5 per cent dry mat- 
ter, with an estimated yield of 
726 bushels per acre. In second 
place for the Province was Bill 
Lockie of Zephyr, Ontario 
County, with an estimated 
yield of 704 bushels per acre 
of Kennebec variety testing 
18.8 per cent dry matter, 

Some 149 potato growers 
completed contests organized 
by County and District Bran- 
ches of the Ontario Soil and 
Crop Improvement Association 
in eight concentrated potato 
producing areas of the Pro- 
vince. Yields of over 500 
bushels were attained by 54 
growers with 15 reaching 600. 
Their average yield was 443 
bushels while the average for 
Ontario in 1961 was 312 bu- 
shels per acre. This is more

While many growers have 
the opinion the Netted Gem 
variety is difficult to grow in 
Ontario, Mr, Olan has been 
very successful for a number 
of years with this variety, not 
only in production, but in de- 
velopment of a special market 
for table stock seed. It has also 
been grown successfully in 
other parts of Ontario, includ- 
ing marshlands, and does well 
in Northern Ontario, In pre- 
vious contests, Mr. Olan has 
won the Chippewa and Sebago, 
and in 1960 he was named 
“Master Seed Potato Grower 
for Ontario”. 


First organized for potatoes 
in 1943, Objective Per Acre 
Clubs have been popular 
throughout Ontario since. They 
have continued not only with 
potatoes, but with many other

EDITORIAL.... 


This DID come as a surprise. ... in a way 

The revelation made at last night’s special Lind- 
say Council meeting called to hear proposals for reme- 
dying the town’s faulty sewage disposal system came 
as something of a surprise to several of those present 
... It was publicly acknowledged that the present 
sewage disposal plant was completely out of action and 
that raw sewage had been going into the river since 
last July. 

We say the revelation came “as something of a 
surprise” because for those who use the Scugog River 
north of Lindsay in summer, the disclosure will be only 
mildly surprising—It was fairly obvious to the most in- 
sensitive noses among boaters that if sewage entering 
the river on Lindsay’s northern outskirts was receiving 
any “treatment”, it wasn’t very effective. Purther, 
conditions in that section of the river suggested even 
to the layman that the water was being well fertilized. 

As a result of this development, the town now 
finds itself faced with the need for a new sewage sys- 
tem while the present one is by no means paid for— 
Mayor Joseph Holtom intimating to last night’s meet- 
ing that there is about $244,000 still outstanding 
against the plant. (At the time it was built, estimates 
called for an expenditure of about $100,000 but the 
figure fell apart at the seams when recurring break- 
downs, brought about by faulty construction, equip- 
ment and demands placed on the plant which it was not 
designed to handle, piled up more and more bills.) 

Pressure is now being applied to the town by the 
Ontario Water Resources Commission to do something 
about the existing situation and council must determine 
which of several courses open it will follow. One alter- 
native is to repair and expand the present primary 
treatment plant; another is to advance immediately to 
what is known as a secondary treatment plant; and 
the other (one which is most fayored by the Ontario 
Water Resources Commission) is to abandon the pres- 
ent broken down plant and go into what is known as a 
lagoon system of sewage disposal. 

Whichever course the town pursues, it will entail 
a heavy expenditure of money and it will have to pay 
off the debt against the present plant. It was suggested 
at the meeting that there was some urgency in deter- 
mining the course to be taken so Lindsay might take ad- 
vantage of a 25 per cent federal grant with a time limit 
attached. A decision resolving which corrective action 
council wishes to take may come as early as next 
Monday night. 

Ratepayers will undoubtedly be wondering how this 
additional expense is going to be met and it would appear 
there are four approaches to financing the project: 
(1) by a direct property levy; (2) increasing water 
rates; (3) on a frontage basis; and (4) a combination 
of all three, 

During the next few days we will endeavour to 
present as much information as possible regarding the 
various sewage disposal systems under consideration 
and the cost to the municipality.

CARS OR BUSES OR BOTH? 

Using the forecast of the Gordon Commission that 
the population of Canada will increase by 1980 to about 
27 million; 

that 80% of this number will live in urban areas; 

that more than 60% will live in metropolitan areas 
exceeding 100,000; 

and that the total labour force will number 10,000,- 
000, Mr. W. BH. P. Duncan, General Consultant of the 
Toronto Transit Commission, estimates. 

that if all these people have to be carried to and 
from work in automobiles at the average rate now pre- 
yailing of 1.5 passengers to a car, it would require 21% 
million more cars to carry them; 

that every car would require parking space at the 
end of its journey and the additional parking space re- 
quired would total 8000 acres or about 12 Square miles 
of parking area added to what we now have; and 

that the same job which would take 2% million 
cars could be done by 500 buses running on an average 
rush hour schedule; and 

that these buses would require no parking at all 
in the congested district. 

Mr. Dunean concluded his statement to the 1961 
Federal Annual Conference as folows: , 

“Tn general, the urban transportation system of

the future will be a combinatoin of highways, transit 
services and railway commuter services to inter-con- 
nect residential, industrial and commercial centres and 
to connect each of these with the central business dis- 
tricts. 

“The development of such a system will require 
the active cooperation of all concerned — railway, 
transit operators, planning authorities, municipal coun- 
cils, provincial governments, business organizations 
and citizens alike. It will require initiative, determina- 
tion, forbearance and understanding, but the end result 
will materially add to the comfort, convenience and 
happiness of the people of the community concerned.”

A warning against allowing 
the jury system to go by the 
boards or have its powers cur- 
tailed was sounded in Lindsay 
this week by Victoria County’s 
newly-appointed judge, His 
Honor Judge J.C. Currelly 
cautioned against permitting 
this to come during an address 
on the Canadian jury system 
delivered to the Lindsay Ki- 
wanis Club. 

Summarizing his remarks, 
Judge Currelly _ declared: 
“There has been an effort to 
curtail juries and their duties 
but let us never let them go”. 
Juries, he told Kiwanians, are 
the basis of true democracy — 
they are the voice of expres- 
sion by the people and if jus- 
fice were to disappear, demo- 
eracy would suffer, 

Starting with an explanation 
of a coroner's jury function, 
the judge proceeded to give a 
resume of the part played by 
other types of juries. 

The grand jury, he explain- 
ed, has the function of hearing 


cerning these cases before 
they are taken before the 
court. ‘This jury decides if) 
there is sufficient evidence to 
place a person on trial. The 
same jury inspects the county 
jail and other instituti--s and 
may bring in recommenda- 
tions. | 

The petit jury, Judge Cur- 
relly went on to say, comprises 
12 persons and they have to 
make the decisions in all cases 
before them and pass on their 
decision to the judge whose 
duty it then is to determine 
what disposition to make of a 
case by way of penalty or 
otherwise. 

When a person is on trial for 
his life or other grave criminal 
offences, he stressed, it is the 
jury, not the judge, who bring 
in a verdict and in such cases 
the 12 men or women must 
agree on a verdict.

Foreign Ministers of the organization of American 


States meet tonight to finalize Cuba’s ouster from the 
Q-A-S. Barly today the ministers yoted that Cuba’s 
adherence to the Communist doctrine was intolerable 
in the Western Hemisphere. The delegates meet to- 
night to sign the papers stating their decision. 
SEARCH PROVINCE 

A United Nations armored unit is searching the 
Congo’s Kivu Province for three American missionary 
families who haye not been heard from since early this 
month. A U-N spokesman says the world group has 
“no evidence that anything has happened,” but the 
search is being carried out in response to a plea from 
the U-S Consul. Last year the missionaries were 
threatened by a jungle cult of so-called “leopard men.” 
BIGGEST SHOWCASES 

The division in the Communist camp appears to 
have eliminated Red China and Albania from one of 
Communism’s biggest showcases—the Bast German 
Spring Fair. In announcing a list of nations to partici- 
pate in this year’s fair, the official German news 
agency omitted both nations. The fair director is quot- 
ed as saying Red China had to withdraw because of 
what he called three years of natural catastrophes.” 
SLIPS 

Two members of the Great Wallendas high wire 
act were fatally injured and three others were injured 
—one critically—last night at the Shrine Circus at the 
Michigan State fairgrounds.

The 
community was peppered with misguided anti-aircraft 
shells which the navy says were fired by the destroyer 
escort “Skeen.”’

“As well as the quantity of 
sewage there is the problem of 
injurious and excessive a- 
mounts of industrial wastes. In 
this regard we recommend 
that Visking Limited treat 
their own wastes and discharge 
directly to the creek. Failing 
this we suggest that their 
wastes be pre-treated to bring 
them into a condition that 
they can be satisfactorily 
handled by the municipal 
system. 

“A sewage bylaw should be 
enacted forthwith to control 
both the quantity and quality 
of sewage to be treated. 

Our drawings portraying the 
sewer system are as follows: 

Present Sewerage System; 
One proposal for a future 
sewer system; A second pro- 
posal for future sewage col- 
lection. 

“Both these alternatives will 
retain the usefulness of the 
present sewer installations. At 
the same time some relief 
from excessive flows will, be 
afforded the present installa- 
tions and the majority of 
future development will be 
gravitated to the sewage dis- 
posal facility. 

“A fixed program on sewage 
collection is required if the 
Town is not to be required to 
treat excessive quantities of 
sewage over the long term. 

“The immediate problem of 
sewage treatment has been 
considered under a number of 
alternatives. In appraising this 
problem the following points 
should be kept in mind. 

(1) The present plant is in a 
poor state of repair and re- 
medial works may be a fotal 
waste. 

(2) The present plant af- 
fords only primary treatment 
and complete treatment will be 
required in the future by the

Additional plant expansion 


also planned 


At a cost approaching $100,000, Union Carbide 
Canada Limited, Visking Division, will contruct a new 
plant effluent treatment plant in Lindsay, it was an- 


nounced today by Division 
Hanson. The plant will be 
adjacent to Visking’s Colbo 
struction commencing as 
probably in May. 


“For the past two years’. 
Mr. Hanson states, “Visking 
Division engineers have been 
studying effluent treatment. 
Several pilot plant runs were 
operated by the company to 
test various methods of in- 
dustrial waste disposal. After 
extensive experimentation, the 
Division has now developed a 
successful method of treating 
effluent and is proceeding with 
plans for construction. De- 
signed and developed by Visk- 
ing’s own staff, the plant is 
unique to the cellulose meat 
casing industry. 

“Throughout development, 
Visking has been working 
closely with the Town of Lind- 
say and the Ontario Water Re- 
sources Commission.” 

RIGID CONTROL 

“In the past”, the general 
manager went on to say, “un- 
der terms of original agree- 
ment with the Town of Lind- 
say, Visking industrial effluent 
was diverted to the town sewer 
under rigid control in the 
plant. With the new treat- 
ment plant, clear and odorless 
effluent will be discharged in- 
to the creek, and then into the 
Scugog River at the corner of 
Colborne and Lindsay Streets. 
In addition the plant will also 
handle cooling waters, which, 
although not polluted have 
been flowing through the town 
sewers. The diversion of both 
of these loads will greatly re- 
lieve the town sewers.” 

“Union Carbide recognizes 
that the present town sewage 
treatment plant is seriously 
overloaded”, stated Mr. Han- 
son. “Our decision to con- 
struct our own treatment plant 
has come after two, years of 
development and a cost of ap- 
proximately $20,000 to the 
company. Our new plant will 
eliminate the necessity of the 
town enlarging its own plant, 
thus resulting in a consider- 
able saving to Lindsay tax- 
payers. We expect to call ten- 
ders in the latter part of April 
and hope the new facility will 
be completed and in use by 
the end of the summer.” 


“The Ontario Water Re- 
sources Commission, the Lind: 
say town council, and especi- 
ally Town Engineer J. Timber- 
lake, have been most helpful 
on this project”, further stated 
Mr. Hanson, “The treatment 
process is unique and was de- 
veloped by Visking’s engmneer- 
ing staff in Lindsay, who 
will also be responsible for the 
engineering and design of the 
new plant. We've been trying 
for 24 months to lick this pro- 
blem and lighten the load on 
the town’s sewers. Now we 
have the solution and want to 
get it into operations as quick- 
ly as possible so we can relieve 
the town of the necessity of 
expanding its own sewage

ANOTHER EXPANSION 

Mr. Hanson also announced 
that a laboratory and addition- 
al low cost warehouse space 
will be constructed at the Visk- 
ing plant. Construction is ex- 
pected to commence at. the 
same time a start is made on 
the sewage plant, although 
this phase should be completed 
by the end of June. 

Overall area of this addition 
is to be approximately 18,000 
sq. ft. This is the tenth major 
expansion at Visking since it 
was established in Lindsay ten 
years ago. 

Union Carbide’s Vir*ng Di- 
vision is Lindsay’s largest em- 
ployer. Besides the polyethy- 
lene film and cellulose meat 
casing plant in Lindsay, the Di- 
vision also operates polyethy- 
lene film plants in Cowansville, 
Que., and Fort Garry, Man. 
A fourth polyethylene plant

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THE PROSPECT... 

In Lindsay at the present moment there are two 
major public school expansion programs in the comple- 
tion stage and a third is in process of getting underway in 
connection with the high school. There is no indication 
that this will be the end of the need for expanded acco- 
modation in this field and yet taxpayers are already 
groaning under the burden of education costs. The topic 
of when the educational tax load will be shifted from 
the property owner to the whole populace (provincial or 
federal) is more than a perennial one — it is mentioned 
just about every time our educational system makes 
more demands on the local taxpayer. 

What of the future? Will the demand for more 
school, hospital, church or other similar public accomo- 
dation lessen or increase? 

The current issue of Readers‘ Digest carries an 
article which is captioned “Birth Control: The World Pro- 
blem We Fear To Face”. Without entering into the highly 
controversial subject of birth control, we cite the fact 
that the article sets forth certain statistics and makes pre- 
dictions which would indicate there is little hope of any 
lessening of the continuing demand for more and more 
public services. We quote from a paragraph which leads 
off with The Facts: “The world’s population when Christ 
was born was about 250 million. It took some 16 cen- 
turies to double this. But it took only 300 more years 
to reach by 1900, a billion and a half. In the 61 years 
since, the rate of increase has again accelerated alarming- 
ly, and world population has doubled once more, to 
three billion. About 50 million people are being added to 
the world every 12 months. 

“Within 40 years, if present growth rates continue, 
there will be more than six billion people. This means 
that the entire world will, by the year 2000, have to 
double its capital investment, its housing, its schools, its 
streets, ifs transportation and every other facility, as well 
as its supplies of food and clothing, just in order to 
maintain today’s standard of living!” 

It doesn’t look too promising as far as any cutback 
in the demand for public services or relief for the tax- 
payer is concerned, does it? 


A TRIBUTE TO THEIR INDUSTRY 

This week saw the official opening and dedication 
of a new Christian Reformed Church in Lindsay. The 
achievement is a tribute to the industry of those immi- 
grants of Dutch origin who have chosen to settle in this 
district. 

Many Lindsay people can recall the first days of 
The Christian Reformed Church in Lindsay, organized 
just a few short years ago. It had very humble begin- 
nings and, until this year, has been housed in a former 
double dwelling on Cambridge St. south. With the 
passage of time, more and more adherents of the 
church settled in the area and the quarters became in- 
adequate. Now, as the result of industrious co-opera- 
tive effort, a beautiful new structure, which is an archi- 
tectural credit to the town, has been completed on Ange- 
line St. north. 

We compliment those of the faith who have dis- 
played an exemplary pioneer spirit in a new land. 
MUCH AS IT IS REGRETTED... 

Much as many people in Lindsay and along the route 
of the CNR from Belleville to Toronto, via Lindsay, re- 
gret to see the passing of passenger train service, the 
facts of the situation must be faced. The railway has pro- 
duced figures to show the passenger service on the line 
is unprofitable — Those who have opposed its discontin- 
uation have produced reasons for wishing to see the str- 
vice maintained which have no bearing on the economics 
of the operation. 

It has been suggested in some quarters that rail 
passenger service should be continued on the grounds 
that this area has subsidized the nationally-owned CNR 
raiJway. for years and is therefore entitled to the service 
regardless of whether it is a losing proposition. But can 
we honestly subscribe to keeping a service, which is 
financed out of taxpayers’ money, going just for the sake 
of keeping it going? 

The last couple of decades have seen such a tre- 
mendous increase in highway travel brought about by a 
spreading network of good roads and a car or two in most 
garages, that there are few peopole who depend on 
railways for trips of under a 100 miles. The exception 
being communters in a fringe area of metropolitan centre 
who find it more convenient to use the railway than to 
be bothered with city traffic conditions. 

It is possible that the railways could haye come up 
with a type of service which would have held a percentage 
of passenger traffic but it is doubtful if they could have 
successfully competed with motor transport in this field. 
For example, how many people living in Oakwood, Little 
Britain and Manilla, and other points along the line 
between here and Toronto, would be bothered to get 
transportation for the mile or so to the station to catch a 
train to take them a short distance? 

Much as it is regretted to see the railway passenger 
service discontinued, we fear it is a good deal like whip- 
ping a dead horse to try and retain it at this point. Con- 
ditions may change but that change is no likely to come 
overnight. 


DOESN'T IT SEEM STRANGE? 

Tucked away on the inside page of the Toronto 
morning paper is an item captioned “Ottawa Holds 
Butter worth $126,070,000”. 

The first paragraph of the ensuing story disclos- 
es that it cost the federal Agricultural Stabilization 
Board $50,775,000 for the fiscal year ended last March 
éist to maintain floor prices on various products of 
agriculture. Paragraph two reveals that the govern- 
ment held $126,070,000 worth of butter last December 
81st compared with $81,201,000 worth the year before. 
The figures are contained in reports tabled in the House 
of Commons along with others relating to the agricult- 
ural industry, Por example, the government holds 
yast quantities of pork and lamb, despite the fact that 
it unloaded $29,243,000 worth of pork at below cost 
prices, 

Doesn't it seem strange that we should continue

to hear reports of “two thirds of the world’s people go- 
ing to bed hungry” while Canada (and quite likely 
other nations) holds vast stores of food in stockpiles? 
It is reports like the one referred to above which focus 
attention on weaknesses in the marketing of the 
world’s goods. 

Closer to home, it seems ridiculous that the tax- 
payers should put up the money to maintain subsidies 
and then be called upon to pay the higher price which 
subsidies make possible while the government holds big 
stores of butter, pork, etc., in reserve. Surely, when 
there is a huge surplus, the taxpaying consuming Can- 
adian public should at least get a chance to recoup 
some of their loss in supporting these programs by mak- 
ing the products availaple at a saving.

It is 
a big job, but we hope to be 
ready by June,” he declared. 

When the staff is named in 
April, they will be required 
to attend other Ontario Train- 
ing Schools where they will 
take training in special courses 
and get first hand information 
on how to operate this type of 
school.

Tufted titmice 


Don Mills — A southern 
bird, the Tufted Titmouse is 
‘staging an unprecedented 


invasion into southern Ontario. 
Since early October there have 
been numerous reports, from 
Owen Sound in the north to 
Kingston in the east 
Bradley’s Marsh in the west. 

The Tufted Titmouse is a 
small, gray bird with a con- 
spicuous crest and chestnut - 
brown flanks. Its call is a 
loud, whistling peto-peto-peto 
or sometimes a de-de-de, louder 
and hoarser than 
capped Chickadee. 

Most of the titmice have 
been seen at or near _ bird- 
feeders. They will eat sue, 
bread crumbs, doughnuts and 
sunflower seeds, and will very 
quickly become regular visit- 
ors if there is adequate food 
Some of the titmice seen this 
year have been coming to the 
same feeder for two months. 

The first fitmice seen in 
Ontario were two at Point Pe- 
lee on May 2, 1914. Since 
then there has been a scatter- 
ing of records and they have 
been found breeding twice, at 
Hamilton and Sarnia.

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Extensive woods improvement program 
being carried out in Lindsay District 


An extensive program of 
woods improvement work is in 
full swing now throughout the 
Lindsay Forest District. This 
is disclosed by Forester J. A. 
Waddell. Commencing in the 
south with projects in the 
Agreement Forests of Durham, 
Ganaraska and Northumber- 
land and extending north- 
wards through Victoria County 
Forest and Metheun, Burleigh, 
Galway, Hindon, Bruton and 
Cardiff Townships, men and 
machinery are busy. In all, 
about 100 men are engaged in 
carrying out various types of 
forest improvement work on 
Crown Lands and Agreement 
Forests. 

Outlining the work oeing 
carried on, Forester Waddell 
says softwood areas, good 
quality red and white pine 
trees are being pruned to a 
height of 17 feet by means of 
long handled saws. As every- 
one knows, knots in lumber 
are caused by branches.

“In several areas Mother 
Nature is being given an assist 
by thinning out stands where 
overcrowding exists. This al- 
lows each tree more room to 
develop and assures it a lar- 
ger supply of nutrients and 
light, thus stimulating its over- 
all growth. 

“In other projects, low qual- 
ity hardwoods with no market 
value are being killed by gird- 
ling (completely ringing the 
tree by removing a notch of 
wood about one inch deep). 
This allows younger stems of 
more valuable species, such as 
pine, basswood, yellow birch 
or maple to develop. 

“Conditions in the bush 
were ideal for work of this 
type until the last heavy snow- 
fall, but with the steadily in- 
creasing snow depth, snow: 
shoes will likely be required 
before long.”

The Ontario Department of 
Agriculture is trying to find 


the answer to the question: 
{does it pay to 


feed milking 
cows much larger quantities of 
grain than have been previous- 
ly recommended? 

There is no simple answer. 
Those who are advising more 
grain claim that some cows 
with high producing ability 
can convert grain into milk, 
economically, up to a feeding 


‘of 40 to 50 pounds of grain per 
| day. 


Ontario Department of 
Agriculture livestock scientists 
like Dr. J. B. Stone feel that 
“the percentage of cows that 
can do this is not too great” in 
most farm situations. 

In order to study how much 
extra milk a cow will produce 
by feeding extra grain, Dr. 
Stone is testing 3 groups of 
cows at the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College. One group will 
be fed forage to the extent of 
their appetite, and 1 pound 
of grain for approximately 
each 5 pounds of milk. The 
second group will be fed for- 
age ad. lib, also, and 1 pound 
of grain for each 3 pounds of 
milk. The third group will 
receive 5 pounds of hay, 25 
pounds if silage, and all the 
grain they will eat. The results 
of this work will be reported 
to Ontario farmers when they 
are available. 

Dr. Stone suggests this 
home trial if you want to test 
the economics of heavier grain 
feeding: 

* test it with cows having 
the highest producing ability. 
test it on cows which are 
early in their lactation (at least 
prior to 100 days after calving). 

* adjust the protein con- 
tent of the grain ration to 
balance the kind of roughages 
being fed. 

* then, increase the grain 
allowance 2 pounds at a time 
and continue to do this as long

New Rosedale bridge to he located 
80 feet east of present structure 


Plans are now completed for 
the construction of the new 
traffic bridge to span the Trent 

" Canal at Rosedale. ‘The offi- 
cial word from the Depart- 
ment of Highways in Toronto 
is that work on this new bridge 
will begin sometime in the 
summer of 1962. 

The Director of Planning 
and Design for the Depart- 
ment of Highways, John Walt- 
er, said construction of the 
new bridge would in no way 
hamper traffic using the old 
one. He said the new bridge 
would be 80 feet to the east 
of the existing one. 

Mr. Walter told “The Post” 
the new bridge would be a two- 
lane, high level structure. This 
means that neither the traffic 
on the highway nor the canal 
would be held up as it is by 
the present bridge. The new 
bridge will have two 12-foot 
traffic lanes with an extra 
three-foot clearance on each 
side plus a pedestrian walk 
on one side. 

“The bridge will be a seven- 
span, steel-plate construction 
totalling 611 feel in length. it 


will have a 22-foot clearance 
above the canal allowing for a 
free-flow of water traffic’, Mr.
